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PREFACE. 


| T is tranſporting and aſtoniſhing, that after all 
/ the great and horrid Provocations we have given 
the moſt High in this Church and Land, by grow- 

ing Deiſm and Infidelity, Carnality and Profa- 

nity, Formality and Hypocriſy, our bitter Envyings and 
unreaſonable Diviſions ;,, but moſt of all by a general re- 
jecting of the bleſſed Son of God by Unbelief, and uſing 
Goſpel Ordinances contentedly without feeling the Power 
of them, the Lord hath been ſo far from utterly forſaking 
us, and making our Country deſolate by ſome deſtroying 
Judgment; that he is in Wrath remembring Mercy, and 
beginning manifeſtly to revive his Work, and help us in 


ſuch a Situation, as was become hopeleſs and helpleſs, by 


any humane poſſible Means. | 
There hath been a great and juſt Complaint among? 
godly Miniſters and Chriſtians of the elder Sort, who had 
ſeen better Days, that for ſome Years paſt, there hath 
been a ſenſible Decay as to the Life and Power of Godli- 
eſs. Iniquity abounded, and the Love of many 
waxed cold. Our Defection from the Lord, and Back- 
ſliding increaſed faſt to a dreadful Apoſtacy. While the 
Government, Worſhip, and Doctrine, eſtabliſhed in this 
Church, were retained in Profeſſion , there hath been an 
univerſal Corruption of Life, reaching even unto the Sons 
and Daughters of God. Former Strictneſs as to Holineſs, 
and Tenderneſs of Life, was much relaxed among both 
Miniſters and People of the better Sort : A formal Round 
of profeſſional Duties was the Religion of the Profeſſors, 
and in this they reſted: As to the Multitude they were 
viſibly prophane, and without any Senſe of Religion 95 
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The PREFACE. 
all. Things were become ſo bad with us, that there 
were few, we the Miniſters of the Nord, could comfort 
as Believers in Chriſt, and exhort to rejoice in hope of 
the Glory of God, when we found them a dying. All 
this was obſerved by ſome, and looked upon as the Cauſe | 
of God's Controverſy with us; and what they feared 
whuld provoke him to ſend ſome deſolating Judgment, to 
gvenge the Quarrel of bis thus broken Covenant: And in 
this View they gave Warning as Occaſion offered. q 
It is one of Satan's Devices, to engage ſome diſtreſſed 
Souls, to be deeply exerciſed about theſe Things which 
either are not their Sins, or among the leaſt of them; 
that hereby be may divert them from minding their greateſt 
Sins, and theſe which are the Cauſe of God's Controverſy 
With them. Some zealous good Men, both Miniſters and 
others, fell unwarily into this Snare. They looked upon 
Jome Things of Miſmanagement ' in Government and Diſ- 
cipline, (which others were diſſatisfied with as well as 
they) with ſuch Earneftneſs, that they cried out again#t 
them as the moſt trying Sins, the Cauſe of the Lord's 
Controverſy with us, portending dreadful Judgments, 
and what corrupted the Church ſo far, as nothing could 
ſecure the Salvation of her Members, but coming out of 
her, and ſeparating from. her. Herteby they were led to 
overlook what was our greatef Evil, and the Cauſe of 
God's Controverſy with us, namely, the Corruption of the i 
Lives of the Members of this Church, and that we had i 
4 Name to live, while we were in a great meaſure dead, ⁵⁶ 
'as to Faith, Love to God and one another, and other 
Branches of Holineſs. 5 g 
This unhappily filled the Heads and Mouths of the _ 
moſt of Profeſſors to ſuch a Degree, as to mind and con- 
ver ſe about nothing elſe even upon the Lord's Day; but 
Miniſters, Church-Tudicatories, and ſome other diſputa- 
| ble Things, far from the Vitals of Religion. The State 
of their Souls was much forgotten, and they were either _ 
-diſaffefted to their worthy Miniſters, and the Lord's Or- 
ainances diſpenſed by them; or if they attended, they 
were arveried by theſe Things from a Concern bent 
their Kegeneration, Converſion, ard Amending Wes 
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Work of Converſion went but ſlowly, and indiſcernibly on. 
The Influences of the Holy Spirit were reſtrained. The 
Lord's Preſence was much withdrawn, and the Power of 
his Grace little exerted and put forth, ſo that the Goſpel 
had but ſmall Succeſs, either for bringing Souls to Jeſus 
Chrif, or for quickning and refreſhing real Chriſtians. 
Miniſters and godly Chriſtians, who obſerved theſe Things 


poured forth a Spirit of deep Sleep upon this Genera- 
tion, and given unto his Servants the Commiſſion 
gave unto the Evangelical Prophet Iſaiah, Iſa. vi. , 


10, 11, 12. And he faid, Go, and tell this People, 
hear ye indeed, but underſtand not; and ſee ye indeed, 


but perceive not. Make the Heart of this People fat, 
and make their Ears heavy, and ſhut their Eyes : Leſt 
they ſee with their Eyes, and hear with their Ears, and 


underſtand with their Heart, and convert and be healed. 


Then ſaid I, Lord, How long? And he anſwered, 
Until the Cities be waſted without Inhabitant, and the 


_ Houſes without, Man, and the Land be utterly deſo- 


late, and the Lord have removed Men far away, and 
there be a great forſaking in the midſt of the Land. 
Several Miniſters gave Warning to their People, that 
they were afraid left theſe ſpiritual Fudgments, moſt fre- 
quent in New Teſtament Times, were inflifted upon many 


ef them, and might be further, 


Things being come to this Extremity, it was the 


Lord's Opportunity to glorify his Name in a Way ſur- 


prizing to us, and peculiar to himſelf. We were going 


on frowardly in the Way of our Heart, notwithſtanding 


a Variety of ſmiting Fudgments, and alluring Mercies; 
he in his ſovereign Mercy and Goodneſs, hath begun to 
jee our Ways and heal them, when nothing elſe could

which we-pray that it may, and hope that it fhall be 
general unto the whole Church and Land. This extra- 


ordinary Out-pouring of the Holy Spirit, whereby great 
Numbers of ſecure Sinners are awakened, and many of 
. - theſe converted, and filled with Faith, and more than 
ordinary Peace and Foy in Believing, appeared firſs upon 
the 18th of February laſt, and continues at Cambuſlang, 
a little Pariſh within four Miles of the South-Eaſt 7 
Glaſgow. A well atteſted Narrative of this hath been 
publiſhed. _ ; 
| Bleſſed be the God and Father of our Lord Jeſus 
Chri#t, that this ſenfible Preſence and Power of the Holy 
GhoF, hath not been confined to that highly favoured 
Pariſh : But began to viſit us upon the laſt Sabbath of 
April laſt, being the 25th Day of that Month, as it did 
alſo ſoon after ſeveral other Congregations lying to the 
North, North-Eaſt and North-Welt of Glaſgow. This 
Work 7 extraordinary upon the Souls of many in theſe 
Congregations, is the ſame with that at Cambuſlang. 
The Method of the Spirits Operation is alike in all theſe 
Congregations ; and the Effects of it upon the Bodies of 
the Awakened, which have not been ſo common at other 
Times, are alſo much the ſame. 
The Bodies of ſome of the Awakened are ſeized with 
Trembling, Fainting, Hiſteriſms in ſome few Women, 
and with Convulſive Motions in ſome others, ariſin 
from that Apprebenſion and Fear of the Wrath of God, 
they are convinced they are under, and liable to, becauſe 
of their Sins. They have a quick Apprebenſion of the

As there were the very ſame Appearances accompany- 
ing ſuch an Effuſion of the Holy Spirit in ſome of our 
American Colonies ; ſo the ſame Objettions were made 
againſt them, which have been made again#t this Ap- 
Pearance of God among us. This hath occaſioned the

Reverend and Judicious Mr. Edwards ( Miniſter of the 
Goſpel at Northampton in New-England) 10 preach, 
and publiſh a Sermon, upon the diſtinguiſhing Marks of - 
a Work of the Spirit of God, wherein he ſatisfyingly 
anſwers and takes off the aforeſaid Oljections. It would 
be ſuperfluous and unneceſſary to anſwer apart after bim, 
ſeeing this Sermon hath been of tener than once Reprinted 
in North Britain, and is and will be in as many Hands, 
as any other Anſwer probably can, with this Advantage, 
that by the ſurpriſing Direction of Providence it comes ññ⁸ 
from one in a foreign Country, who preached and pu- 
liſhed it, long before this Appearance of the Lord in bie 
Glory and Majeſty amongſt us.

I cannot however forbear to obſerve, and offer the fl. 
lowing Remarks to the Reader. NETS Ent 
. Furſt, That there are ſome who do not cry out in the . _

Months, and are, as far as we can know the State of 
another, ſavingly converted: And there are others who 
have been under the ſevereſt bodily Diſtreſs, in whom 
the Work of Conviction and Converſion, as, to the 
main Strokes of them, anſwer to the former as Face to 
Face in a Glaſs. Is it poſſible then that any thinking + 
Perſon will conclude, that all is Deluſion with the latter,

3dly, There is much Reaſon to conclude, that the 
Work of God in converting many in ſeveral Pariſhes in 
the Shire of Aire, and other Places of the Welt from 
15623, 40 1630, was attended with much, the ſame Ap- 
Pearances as this now. It was called the Stewarton Sic k- 
neſs, by the Malignants, becauſe of the bodily Diſtreſs 
* which accompanied it. I ſhall tranſcribe the ſhort Ac- 
count, which the Author of the fulfilling of the Scrip- 
tures gives of it, Page 264. I muſt here inſtance a very 
© ſolemn, and extraordinary Outletting of the Spirit, which

| Scotland, whilſt the Perſecution of the Church there, 
| as hot from the prelatick Party; this by the profane 
| | © Rabble of that Time, was called the Stewarton Sick- 
| © neſs, for in that Pariſh firſt, but after through much 
E the Country, particularly at Irvine, under the Mi- 
| * niftry of the famous Mr. Dickſon, was moſt remarka- 
7 «* ble; where it can be ſaid (which divers Miniſters and 
* Chriſtians yet alive can witneſs) that for a conſidera- 
© ble Time, few Sabbaths did paſs, without ſome emi- 
© nently converted, and ſome convincing Proof of the 
© Power of God accompanying his Word; yea that many 
d were ſo choaked and taken by the Heart, that through 
< Terror, the Spirit in ſuch a Meaſure <onvincing them 
* of Sin, in hearing of the Word, they have been made 
© 'to fall over, and thus carried out of the Church, who

The Similitude and Likeneſs of this Work amongſt 
us unto that referr'd to, ſeems evident; and can theſe

. - 4thly, II is not to be forgotten, that in New-England 
where hundreds were affected in their Bodies, the ſame 
Way ſeveral with us are, the moſt Part of theſe who 
were thought to be convicted, have continued now for 
ſome Years to profeſs ſerious Religion, and to practiſe it 
* without returning to their former Follies. And ſhall we _ 
not hope the ſame of theſe converted amongſt us, ſeeing 
alſo. they have continued for ſeveral Months or Weeks 
fince they appeared to be converted, in a defirable Way? 
E ſpecially, when ſome Parts of the moſt refined and un- 
common Morality have been prattiſed by them, of which 
ſome Inſtances may be given in the following Narrative. 
I forbear to give Inſtances from the Holy Scriptures, 
of Things exattly ſimilar to theſe bodily Diſtreſſes in our 
Caſe, ſeeing I have already referred to Mr. Edwards's 
Sermon. Only it is ſurpriſing, that ſome reaſon, as if 
they had never read the Hiſtory in the 2d of the Acts, 
of the Jaylor, or Felix trembling, and M the Converſion

ibles poſitive Declarations, that the Lord would never ©

Laſtly, . I ſeriouſly beg of any wwho are prejudiced a- 
gain this Diſpenſation of God's extraordinary Grace, 
and look upon it as Delufion, that they ll ſhew themſelves 
ſo charitable and good, as direct me and other Miniſters 
what we ſhall anſwer diſtreſſed Perſons of all Ages, who 
come to us crying bitterly that they are lofi and undone, 
becauſe of Unbelief, and their other Sins, What ſhall

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we do to be ſaved? And as a young Girl about rwebue 
Nears of Age, who had been in Diſtreſs for ſome Time, 
called for me to a ſeparate Place in a Houſe where I was, 
and aſked me with great Sedateneſs, What ſhall I do to 
get Chriſt? Shall we tell them they are Cbriſtleſ and 
Unconverted, when we evidently ſee many of them to be 
fuch ? Shall we tell them that er Fears of the Wrath 
of God is all but Deluſion, and that it is no ſuch dread- 
ful Thing as they need to be ſo much afraid of it? Shall 
we tell Perſons lamenting their Curſing, Swearing, Sab- 
bath-breaking, and other Immoralities, That it is the De- 


vil cobo makes them now ſee theſe Evils to be offenſroe to 
God, and deſtructive to their Souls? Shall we tell them 


who under the greateſt Uneaſineſs enquire of us, What 
they ſhall do to get an Intereft and Faith in Jeſus Chrift ? 
That Satan is Aladin them, when they have or ſhew 
any Concern this Way. In fine, ſhall we pray and recom- 
mend it to them, to pray to God to deliver them from 
ſuch Delufions ? I would be worſe than Deviliſh, to 
treat the Lord's fighing and groaning Priſoners at this 
Rate. And yet ſuch Treatment is a natural Conſequence 
of reckoning this the Work of the Devil, and a Delufion.

Work of Converſion at Samaria, quickly reach the Ears 
of the Church at Jeruſalem? Were not the Converſions 
from Paganiſm 10 Chriſtianity with Obſervation ? 1s any 
notoriouſly profane and wicked Perſon in any Congrega- 
tion convitted, and his Life reformed without Obſerva- 
tion? The Remark of the Rev. Mr. Cooper, in bis Pre- 
face to Mr. Edwards's Sermon formerly quoted, is very 
juſt : After mentioning the uncommon Appearances ace 
companying this Wort; be ſays, * If it were not thus, 
* the Work of the Lord would not be ſo much regarded 
and ſpoken f; and ſo God would not have ſo much of 

* the Glory of it : Nor would the Work itſelf be like to +

| Proteſtants in France, after the Revocation of the Edit 
ef Nantes. _ They appeared 4 the Cevennes, 4 —_ be:

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and deſert Country. (It is to be obſerved, that the aſſo- 
ciate Preſbytery have been ſo fond of muſtering up different 
Kinds of Enthuſiaſts, that in their late Aft they have - 
inſtanced the Camizars, and Cevennes, as different, ibo 
they were the ſame, and called Cevennes, from the Country 
where they moſtly appeared) There were a Number among 
them who- pretended to Inſpiration, and if the Accounts 
we bave of them be genuine, by that Inſpiration they gave' 
Exbortations to Repentance, and foretold ſeveral Things, 
which the Event hath proved falſe. Other Things are 
reported of them, that there is Reaſon to believe were 
Aalitious. Many of them came over to Londog adaut, 
and after the Year 1702. The Hiſtory of whom was 
given in Engliſh by one Lacy, which hath been handed 
about bere by ſome Enemies to this Work of God. They 
were under frequent bodily Agitations, Convulfions, and 
extraordinary Motions ; and it is pretended, that their £ 
Caſe is the ſame with ours; and ſeeing they were under 
Delufion, this muſt be a Deluſion alſo. | 
To ſatisfy ſuch who have been practiſed upon, I would 
have them to obſerve firſt, that as ihoſe bodily Agitations 
are no Evidence of Perſons being under any Operations 
of the Spirit of God (elſe all the Perſons under Convul- 
ions, Cramps, Hiſteriſins, &c. would be ſuch) ſo upon 
the other hand, they are no Evidence that thoſe thus af- 
fected are under a Spirit of Deluſion; for ſeveral of the 
Prophets of old had ſometimes extraordinary Motions 
upon their Bodies; and many have them in the Way. of 
bodily Diſeaſes, wwhich Phyſicians ſay proceed from natural 
Cauſes. So that the bodily Agitations conſidered in them- 
ſelves, are uo Symptoms of Perſons being under the In- 
fluence, either of a good, or bad Spirit. 
Toere is the grealeſt Diſparity and Unlikeneſs between 
the Caſe of the Camizars, and thoſe affected among us. 
The Cæamizars had their bodily Agitations from a ſuper- 
natural Power, as they declare in the aforeſaid Book of 
Lacy. The Diſtreſſes upon the Bodies of our People, 
proceed in a natural Way, from the great Fear of God's 
| Wrath wherewith, their Minds are ſeized, becauſe of a + 
| 1 State of Unbelief they are deeply convinced of. The Ca-

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mizars pretended Inſpiration, and if what they declared 
of - themſelves be true, they underſtood not ( ſometimes) . 
| what they uttered, neither did they remember it afterwards. 
Their Organs were moved and uſed in ſpeaking, by ſome 
upernatural Power, without their own Will and Influ- 
ence of their natural Powers. None of our People ever 
pretended in the leaſt to Inſpiration, they give a rational 
Account of themſelves, know and remember what they 
and do. The Camizars continued many Years under 
= heir bodily Agitations, whenever their pretended Inſpira- 
ions ſeized them, and theſe did not proceed from any Ap. 
prebenſion of the Wrath of God due to them” becauſe 4 : 
their Sins, Our People are delivered from theſe bodily 
Diſtreſſes, which do not return upon them again, when . 
they are delivered from their Fears. Among the Cami- 
zars their pretended inſpirad Teachers were only affected, 
and that while" they were uttering their Revelations. 
Among# us, only ſome of our Hearers, who thro" the. 
Power of the Holy Spirit, are by the Word convinced of 
their Sin and Danger. The Exhortations of the Cami- 
Zars to Repentance and Amendment of Life, were with- 
out any Mixture of the Goſpel concerning Jeſus Chriſt, 
and the Principles, Means, and Motives to Repentance 
revealed therein, In ours a Work of Convittion is di- 
feinftly carried on, to a Work of ſaving Converſion in 
many, according to the Doctrine of the Goſpel, and by 
the Influence thereof. — 2 mr 
After this fair Stating of the Difference between the” 
Camizars, and the ſpiritually Diſtreſs'd amongſt us, I 
leave it to the impartial Reader to judge, whether there 
7s the leaſt Shadow of 'Reaſon to compare this Work is 
the Delufion of the Camizars. And if it be not the 
moſt unfair Dealing to do ſo in a general Way to the 
Stumbling of weak People, while they themſelves cannot 
but kngw, if they look'd at all into the Hiſtory of theſe 
People, that there is no ſuch Likeneſs between their Caſe 
and that of ours to warrant the Objection. There are 
now, bleſſed be the Lord] many Inſtances in ſeveral 
Corners of this Church, of 4 ſaving Work of Conver- 
fon witneſſing that this is the Work of the * 
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God, and that the Kingdom of God is coime nearer to us 


than ever. 
I hope my Readers will bear with my taking Occaſion. 


from this Objeftion, to expoſtulate a little with my Bre- 
thren of the Seceſſion, who compare this Work of the 
Holy Spirit, to the Deluſion of the Camizars.

I was ſettled a- 
mong them in the Year 1713, they have lived peace- 
ably with, and carried it dutifully towards me. The 
moſt part of them have attended upon publick Ordi- 
nances, and Means of Inſtruction, as well as any about 
them. The moſt of them, who are abort, or under 
40 Years, have attained ſuch a Meaſure of Knowledge 
of the Principles of Religion, as renders them inferior , 
to few of their Station and Education. | 
For ſeveral Years they appeared to profit under 
Goſpel Ordinances, by the Bleſſing of the Lord upon 
them. In December, 1732, and January, 1733, the 
Lord viſited us with a diſtreſſing Calamity, and heavy 
Judgments. There were many of the elder Sort car- 
ried off by a Pleuretick Fever, after a few Days Lincs, 
Upward of 60 were in the Space of three Weeks bu- 
ried in our Church- yard. What made this Diſpenſa- 
tion more threatning was, that the moſt religious and 
judicious Chriſtians in this Congregation, were re- 
moved from us thereby. This made me fear ſome 
dreadful Evil to come upon the ſurviving Generation. 
I publiſhed to the Praiſe and Glory of God, and with 
thankful Acknowledgments to his Mercy and Power, 
that I enjoyed then a State of Health and Strength un- 
common to me, as I do at this Time, tho? I travelled 
from Morning, till late at Night, all the Days of the 
Week, among the Sick and Dying. * 
AFTER this the State of Religion declin'd, and 
grew every Year worſe with us. Our Societies for. 
Prayer came gradually to nothing. The younger Sort 
attained indeed to Knowledge rook up a Profeſſion, 
and Numbers of them were yearly added to the Com- 
municants : But I could obſerve little of the Power of 
Godlineſs in their Lives, that was ſatisfying to me, 
As to the elder Sort, thoſe of them who were Grace- 
leſs, and Chriſtleſs, went on in their former Sins and 
Careleſneſs, without any Appearance of a Change for 
the better : Thoſe who were Profeſſors, ſeemed ſenſibly 
to degenerate into a Negligence, and Indifferency, about

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had ever ſeen. The Fire burnt a Woman and Child, 
-but both their Lives were preſerved, while a Cat was 
killed at one of her Feet, and a Pitcher with ſome

Upon the 27th of June, 1733, about, and after 
Mid-day, being Wedneſday, there was ſuch a dreadful 
Storm of Thunder, Hail, and Rain, as no Man living 


other Things were broke to Pieces at the other.. The 


Hail was incredibly big, ſome of it, which I meaſured 


myſelf, was three Inches round. It deſtroy'd much 


af the Corn to the Eaſt of the Town of Kilfth. The 
Floods came from the Mountains, ſo great and rapid, 
that they carried down Stones a great Way into the 
Plain, lying by-north the Town of Kilhib, and theſe of 


prodigious Bigneſs. There were above a Thouſand 
Cart Loads of them, and many wo, or three Ells in 
Depth, and Thickneſs. Some Houſes were carried a- 
way, a good Number of Cattle drowned, and moſt of 
the Corn in the low Grounds deſtroyed. The Loſs of 
the Pariſh was moderately computed at a Thouſand 
Pounds Sterling. Yet I could not obſerve any one 
Perſon amended by it, or ſeeking to the Lord for all 
this. 1 

Wuxx our unhappy Diviſions broke out, only a- 


bout zen, or twelve, deſerted my Miniſtry. They were 


of no Conſideration, as to ſerious Religion, or even 


Knowledge, except one, who ſome Time ſince ſaw 
his Error and returned. Yet tho' the Body of the 


People were not carried away by this Evil, they were 


ſo bewitched, as to incline to the ſeparating Side, and 
were ſo taken up. with diſputable Things, that little 
Concern about theſe of the greateſt Importance, could 


be obſerved among them. All the Societies for Prayer 


were. then given up. I gave fair and open wenn 
it.

en the late Dearth, this People ſuffered great- 
ly, the Poor were numerous, and many, eſpecially - 
about the Town of Kl/yth, were at the Point of ſtarv- 
ing: Yet, as I frequently obſerved to them, I could” © 
not ſee any one turning to the Lord who ſmote them 
or crying to him becauſe of their Sins, while they howl- 
ed upon their Beds for. Bread. Inſtead of this, Theft, 
and other Immoralities brake forth and increaſed to a 
terrible Height. The Return of Plenty had no better 
Influence upon us; but we were going on frowardly in 
the Way of our own Hearts, when the Lord came to ſee 
our Ways and heal them, by this uncommon Diſpenſation - 
of his Grace; all this hath been narrated, that every 
one may obſerve the Sovereign Freedom, and Riches 
of Grace, in viſiting after this Sort, ſo ſinful, degene- 
rate, and ungainable People, ſurely not for our Sakes, 
but his own holy Name's Sake he hath done it; bat 
— may not be aſhamed and confounded for our evil 

ays. : 

In the Year 1740, I began to preach upon the Doc- 
trine of Regeneration. The Method I followed, by 
the divine Direction, was frf, to preſs the Importance 
and Neceſſity of it, which I did Eoin John iii. 3. Ex- 
cept a Man be born again, be cannot ſee the Kingdom of 
God. Next, I ſhewed the Myſteriouſneſs of the Way 
and Manner of the Holy Spirit in effecting it, from 
John iii. 8. The Wind bloweth where it liſtetb, and thou 
heareft the Sound thereof, but can not tell whence it 
cometh, and whither it goeth : So is every one that is born 

of the Spirit. I proceeded thirdly, to explain, and apply 
- the various Scripture Views, and Expreſſions of it:

As (firſt) being born again; from the forequoted, 
Juobn iii. 3. (Secondly) a Reſurrection, from Rev. xx. 6. 
Bleſſed and Holy is he, that bath part in the firſt Refurs 
rection. (Thirdly) a new Creation, from Eph. u. 10. 
For we are his Workmanſhip, created in Chris} Nſus wnte | 
good Works. (Fourthly) Chriſt's Conqueſt of the Sin- 
ner to himſelf, from Pal. cx. 3. Thy People hall be 
<oilling in the Day of thy Power. (Fifthly) the Cir- 
cumciſion of the Heart, from Ezek. xliv. 9. Thus 
ſaith the Lord God, no Stranger uncircumciſed in Heart, 
nor uncircumciſed in Fleſh, Pall enter into my Sanctuary, 
of any Stranger among the Children of Iſrael. This 
was alſo intended to ſhew the Neceſſity of Regenera- - 
tion, in order to the Receiying the Lord's Supper wor- 
thily, to be diſpenſed in the Congregation about 
that Time. Here this Project was interrupted until 
the End of laſt Lear; when I reſuming it, preached 
Regeneration as it is. (Sixthly) the taking away the 
ſony Heart, and the giving the Heart of Fleſh, from 
geb. xi. 19. (Seventhly) The putting Gad's Law in 
the Mind, and Writing it in the Heart, from Heb, 
VIII. 10. * 3 

I ſometimes could obſerve, that the Doctrine of 
theſe Sermons was acceptable to the Lord's People, and 
that there was more than ordinary Seriouſneſs in hearing 
them, yet could ſee no other Fruit. But now I find, 
that the Lord who is infinitely Wiſe, and knoweth the 
End trom the Beginning, was preparing ſome for this 

common Diſpenſation of the Spirit that wwe look'd not 
for; and that others were brought under Convictions, 
iſſuing by the Power of the Higheſt, in their real Con- 
verſion, and in a filent Way, _ 
_ Wauexx the News were firſt brought me, of the ex-: 
traordinary Out-pourings of the Holy Gboſt at Cambuſ 
lang, I rejoiced at them, I pray'd continually for the 
Continuance of it there, and that the Lord would thus 
viſit us in theſe Bounds. and ſpake of it ſometimes ta 
the Congregation, which was not without ſome good 
Fruit, as I have learn'd ſince. Particularly I was in;

ro the Thur/day's Evening, being the 15th of A. 
7 laſt, the Rev. Mr. Jahn Williſan, Maniſter of. the 
= Goſpel at Dundee, came to my Houſe, in his Return 
from Cambuſſang, whither he went the Saturday be- 
fore. I deſired him to preach to us upon the Friday 
Morning, which he readily complied with; a great 
Multitude of People met, tho? the Warning was very 
ort.

TE followink Sabbath, I entered upon the View ' 
expreſſed Gal. iv. 19, My 
little Children, of whom T travail in Birth again, until 
Chris be formed in you. I had more than ordinary 
Tenderneſs in reading of that Text, and could ſcarce 
do it without Tears, and Emotion, I obſerved much 
Seriouſneſs among the Hearers. 

LasT Sabbath of April, beivg the 25th, one Wo⸗ 
man was awakened in this Congregation, to a very di- 
ſtreſſing Sight of her Sin, and Danger thereby. She 
lived in the Pariſh of Campſie, which lieth to the Weſt· 
ward of this Pariſh. She was obſerved by ſome, un- 
der great Uneaſineſs in the Congregation, but made 
no Out-cry : She went away when the Congregation 
was diſmiſs'd, but was not able to go far, ſhe was found 
ſoon in the Field, in great Diſtreſs, and crying out 
tobat ſhe ſhould do be ſaved! ſhe was brought back 
to me, and I convers'd with her all that Evening, in 
the Preſence of ſeveral judicious Perfons. She fainted 


once, or twice. I obſerved every Thing narrowly, and 


exactly about her, becauſe it was a new Thing to me, 
and I knew the Objections made againſt the Work at 
Cambuſiang. She ſeem'd to be a healthy Woman, and. 
about 20 Years of Age; ſhe ſaid that in hearing the 
Sermon, ſhe was made to fee, that ſhe was unlike 7e- 
fus Chrift, and like the Devil, and in a State of U. 


regeneracy. She had ſtrong Impreſſions of the Great- 
-nefs of the Wrath of God, ſhe was lying under, and 


able to. She went away compoſed and calm, in a 
hopeful Condition; ſhe continued many Weeks, now 


and then much diſtreſs'd ; but-hath ſome Time ago, 


attained (thro?

And as I 
am inform'd, they make Progreſs, and continue in a 
hopeful Way.

Tuis Week I viſited the Families of a Part of this 
Pariſh, where I obſerv'd more than ordinary Seriouſ- 
neſs amongſt the People, and more than ordinary Li- 
berty, Freedom, and Earneſtneſs in my Dealing with 
them. However it was Matter of Trouble and Con- 
cern to me, that none under my Charge, that I knew 
of, were awaken'd, and I was much in my Way of 
- thinking, like ſeveral of theſe now awakened, who 
were concern'd at firſt, left the Lord had paſſed them 
by, when he was awakening others. Such were my 
Fears about this Pariſh. | 


Nao HIN G appear'd more than ordinary upon the 
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fore, there were ſome Societies for Prayer erected in 
the Pariſh. I was alſo info , that ſeveral young 
Girls in the Town of K:1fyth, from ten, to ſixteen 
| Years of Age, had been obſerved meeting together 
for Prayer, in an Out-houſe they had Acceſs to. 
May gth, being the ſecond Lord's Day that Month, 
were four or five awaken'd, to a diſtreſſing Sight of 
their ſinful and loſt Eſtate, tho“ only uo of them 
were known to me upon the ſaid Day. I prayed, and 
hoped, that this might be like ſome Drops, before a 
plentiful Rain. 5 | 
May 11th. There was a great and a good Day of 
the Son of Man at Aucbenloch, in the Pariſh of Calder, 
which lieth four Miles North and Weſt, from Glaſgow. 
The Rev. Mr. JamesWarder, their Miniſter, preached 
at the aforeſaid Place; there was a great Cry in the 
Congregation, and about fourteen brought under great 
Tr * . Concern

Concern and Anxiety, about their Spirtuat, and Eter- 
nal State. 

May 12th, I went to Cambuſlavig, and preach& 
there, as did alſo ſome- other Miniſters upon the next 
Day. I was witneſs there to a great Day of the-Me- 
diator's Power, and learned much, that by the 
Lord's Bleſſing, hath been uſefut to me, in aſſiſtin 
the Lord * brought under ſpiritual 88 
here. 

May 14th, being Friday, I left Cambuſlang in the 
Morning, an Event in my Way Nothiward, 
which much ſurpris'd me, and I could not but obſerve 

the Lord's Hand remarkably in it. I promiſed to meet 
a Friend at a Gentleman's Houſe, betwixt Cambiilang 
and Kiþ#h, upon the Tweſday's Evening; but could 
not leave Cambuſlang that Night, I purpofed there- 
fore to be early at 1 ſaid Gentleman's Houſe next 
Day, tho' the Road by which I went to Cambuſlang, 
was unexceptionably good, I was ſtrongly inclined: to 
a much nearer Way, altogether unknown to me, 
and notwithſtanding ſome difſuaded me from it, be- 
4 cauſe of Moſſes, and other Inconveniencies. In my 
Way I came to a Houſe, which I was told belong'd to 
Meſſrs. Grays, and that their Bleach. field was there. 1 
remembred, that theſe Gentlemen were married to the 
Daughters of-a Gentleman whom I knew, and highly 
eſteemed from my Youth, and ſince I found met. 
at their Gate, I enquir'd for them, with a Purpo 
to alight. One of the Gentlemen, and r ag. were 
at Home, they urged me to come into their Houle, 
thoꝰ it ſhould be only for a little, which I did. They 
told me that fix of their Servants had been awaken'd 
at Cambuſlang, ſome Days ſince, and defired . me to 
converſe with them. I had ſuch a ſtrong Inclination 
to get forward in my Journey, that I declin'd it: They 
deſir'd me to pray in their Family, which I chearfully 
complied with. After Prayer I ſpoke a few Words 
(as the Lotd helped me). to their numerous Servants 
who were preſent, relating to the Caſe of theſe, who, 


Wee under Soul- diſtreſſing Convigtions of their Sin, 
an 
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and Danger; as alſo of thoſe who never had been un- 
der them. Having diſmiſſed them I went to take 
my Horſe. Ere I got to him, a Noiſe was heard a- 
mong the Servants, and we were told that one of them 
was fallen into great Uneaſineſs, and was crying bit- 
terly. I returned to the Houſe, and ſhe was brought 


to me. I had converſed but a very ſhort Time with .* 


her, when a ſecond was brought to me, then a third, 
in a little after that, wo together, laſt of all a fixth, 
crying out of their loſt and undone. State, and what 
they ſhould do I prayed and converſed with them for 
ſome Time. I was much moved with this Providence. 
The Lord who leads the Blind in a Way they know not, 
led me to this Houſe, without any Thought or Purpoſe 
of Mind, yea contrary to my Inclination, which was. 
to haſte forward. He managed my Averſion (which 
I now ſee to have been ſinful) to converſe with the fir# 


fix under Diſtreſs; to bring about his own holy and 


glorious Ends: For if I had not converſed with them, 
J had not ſeen the other Servants. His Ways are a 
great Deep. Mr. Whitefield, when I told him this 


Story, ſaid only, He muS needs go through Samaria. 


\ > I was greatly pleaſed. to obſerve the chriſtian, affec- 


tionate, and zealous Care Mr. and Mrs. Gray had for 

their diſtreſſed Servants. 8 | 
May 16th, I preached (as I had done for ſame 

Time paſt) from Gal. iv. 19. In the Forenoon, I in- 


ſiſted upon a Uſe of Conlolation, and in the Hern, | 
noon, preſſed all the Unregenerate to ſeek to have 


Griſt formed in them. An extraordinary Power of . 
the Spirit from on high, accompanied the Word 
preached. There was a great Mourning in the Con- 


gation, as for an only Son. Many cried out, and 


theſe not only Women, but ſome ſtrong, and ſtout- 
hearted young Men, and ſome betwixt forty and 


AFTER the Diſmiſſion of the Congregation, an 


Eſſay was made to get the diſtreſſed into my Barn, 


but it could not be done; the Number of them, 
and of their Friends attending them, was ſo

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many. I was obliged to convene them into the Church. 

I1 fung a Pſalm, and prayed with chem; but when I 
eſſayed to ſpeak to them, I could not be heard, ſuch 
were their bitter Cries, Groans, and the Voice of their 

_ Weeping. | 

Arx this, I ordered that they ſhould be brought 
unto me into my Cloſet, one by one. I ſent alſo for 
the Rev. Mr. Jobn Oughterſon, Miniſter of the Goſ- 
pel at Cumbernauld, to aſſiſt me in dealing with the 
Diſtreſſed that Evening, who readily came. In the 
mean time, I appointed Pſalms to be ſung with theſe 

in the Church, and that the Precenter, with two or 

' three of the Elders, ſhould pray with the Die 

ſtreſſed ; which the Extraordinarineſs of this Event, 
ſeemed to me to warrant. At the ſame Time, I 
forbid any to exhort, or ſpcak to them in the Con- 
gregation, that I might cut off Occaſion of Calumny 
and Objection, from them who ſeemed to de- 
hire -IX.”: 
Tux Noiſe of the Diſtreſſed was ſo great, that it 
was heard from afar. It was pleaſant to hear theſe 
who were in a State of Enmity with God, Deſpiſers of 
Jeſus Chrift, and Satan's contented Slaves, ſome of 
them crying out for Mercy! Some that they were loſt 
and undone! Others, What ſhall we do to be ſaved! 
Others praiſing God for this Day, and for awaken- 
ing them, and others, not only weeping, and 
crying for themſelves, but for their graceleſs Rela- 
tions. And yet it would have moved the hardeſt 
Heart, that, (as the Children of Ifrael under Pha- 
rach's Oppreſſion,) when I ſpake unto many of 
them, they hearkened not, for Anguiſh of Spi- 
rit, and the Senſe df the cruel Bondage they were 
under.. F< 
THERE appear'd about thirty awaken'd this Day, 
belonging to this, and neighbouring Congregations. 
About 7wwenty of them belonged to this Pariſh. Some 
few to the Pariſh of Campfie, and the Remainder to that 
of Kirkintilloch, But I have found ſince in nee, 
Wit 
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with the Diſtreſſed, that the Number of the wien ** 
far exceeds thirty. 

We DNESDAY Igth, We had a Sermon for the 
firſt Time upon a Week-Day. I preached, as did al- 
ſo the Rev. Mr. John Marden, Miniſter of the Goſpel 
at Campfie, and the Rev. Mr. John M*Laurin, Mini- 
ſter of the Goſpel at Glaſgow, who had come hither the 
Night before upon my Invitation. The Number of 
the Awaken' d ibis Day, were as many as were upon 
the Lord's Day. The greateſt Number was from-the 
Pariſh of Kirkintilloch, there were alſo ſome from the 
Pariſhes of Camgſie, and Cumbernauld. The Number 
of the Awaken'd, belonging to this Parifh, amounted 
this Week to forty. 

May 2oth, The Miniſter of Kirkintilloch, Mr. Me 
Laurin, and I, preached at K:rkintolloch, there we ſaw 
Zion's mighty King appearing in his Glory and Ma- 
jeſty, and his Arrows ſharp in the Heart of his Ene- 
mies. Many were awaken'd there, and brought un- 
der great ſpiritual Diſtreſs. | 

HaAvix brought this Narrative to the firſt conſi- 
derable, and/remarkable Out- pouring of the Holy 
Spirit upon this Corner, before I proceed to the 
intended Method of this Narrative, it will no doubt be 
ſatisfying to my Readers, to know the Progreſs this 
bleſſed Work hath made, and the Number of the A- 
waken'd in the ſeveral Pariſhes, into which, by the 
Lord's Mercy, it hath entered, as far as I am informs. 

ed, or can upon ſame good Grounds gueſs. | 
Tnuxkx have been at leaſt res Hundred awaken'd * 
in this Pariſh, ſince the Beginning of this Work, of 
Which about ia Hundred belong, or did belong, to 
this Pariſh, There were indeed about fourteen or 
fifteen of them awaken'd, when Mr. }/pitefield preach- 
ed at Cumbernauld. In the Pariſh of Cumbernauld, 
neighbouring with this Pariſh South-ward, as the Mi- 
niſter informs me, there are above eight. 

In. the Pariſh of Kirkintolloch, there are known to 
the Miniſter about @ Hundred and twenty, under a more 
than * Concern about their Salvation, including 
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The praying young Perſons, who are increaſed now 
to a greater Number than formerly mention'd. | 

Il In the Pariſh of St. Ninians, a Part whereof lies 
South-ward from this Pariſh, the Number of the A- 
waken'd muſt be conſiderable. The firſt remarkable 
Appearance of this Good Work there, was at the giv- 
ing the holy Supper, upon the 1ſt of this current Au- 
gut. There were ſeveral awaken'd upon the Saturday, 
many more upon the Lord's Day, both in the Church, 

during the Action Sermon, and the Service, and alſo 
in the Congregation in the Fields. There were yet. a 
far greater Number upon the Monday, which was one 
of the greateſt Days of the Mediator's Power I have hi- 
therto ſeen. Many of the Awakened belong to that 
Pariſh, as alſo to the Pariſh of Gargonnock. By a 
Letter from the Rev. Mr. James Mackie, Miniſter of 
the Goſpel in that Pariſh, I am inform'd, that the 
Number of the Awaken'd were increaſed upon the 
Thurſday after, when they had a Sermon. He ap- 
points — for-them to come to him for Inſtruction 

and Direction. 

Ix the Pariſh of Gargunnock, lying Weſt: from the 
Pariſh of St. Ninians, there are, as I am well inform'd, 
near a hundred Perſons awakened. There were ſome 
of them firſt of all vaken'd at Kilfth, when the 
Lord's Supper was given upon the ſecond Sabbath of 
July: Others at Campſie, when it was given upon the

In the Pariſh of Calder, according to the Informa- 
tion I have from their Miniſter, there were above a 
Hundred awaken d. | 
THERE are about the ſame Number in the Pariſh of 
Campfie. 1 | | 5 
TRR Caſe of the Pariſh of Badarnock, lying North 
and Weſt from Calder, is of all others the moſt ſingular, 
and worthy of Notice. There were above ninety awa- 
kened Perſons in that Pariſh, about the fixth of July 
laſt. They have been for ſome Years paſt, and yet are 
without a Paſtor, their late Paſtor Mr. Robert Wallace, 
who died among them, had the Charge of their Souls 
above fifty Years : He was Pious, Faithful, Diligent, 
and dearly beloved by his People; and as I am in- 
formed, there was no Perſon among them carried away 
by the Separation. The Lord hath honour'd their 
School-Maſter James Forſyth, to be greatly inſtrumen- 
tal in this good Work among them. I ſhall give the 
following Extract from a Letter of his, dated Badar- 
nock, July 17th, 1742. concerning the Impreſſions 
made upon, and the Awakening ſeveral of the young 
ones; he writes, Since the firſt of February laſt, I 
* endeavour'd to inſtruct the Children under my 
Charge, to the Utmoſt of my Power, in the firſt 
Principles of Religion, and that they were born in a 
State of Sin, and Miſery, and Strangers to God by 
Nature; I alſo preſſed them, by all Arguments poſſi- - 
ble, to leave off all their ſinful Ways, and fly to 
* Jeſus Chrift by Faith and Repentance; which, by 
* the Bleſſing of God, hath not been in vain. Glory 
* to his holy Name ! that backed with the Power of his 
* holy Spirit, thatwhichwas ſpoken in much Weakneſs. I 
© hkewiſe warn'd them againſt the Commiſſion of any 
* knownSin, and told them their Danger if theyperſiſted 
in the ſame, and that their Sins would find them out. 
* The which Exhortations, frequently repeated, yea 
* almoſt every Day, came at laſt to have ſome Im- 
* preſſions on their young Hearts. And I think the 
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great Concern that was at firſt among them, was 2 
Means, in God's Hand, to bring the elder Sort to a 
© more ſerious Concern, and to more Diligence in reli- 
* gious Duties; yea, I heard ſome ſay, that they were 
© aſhamed to hear, and ſee theſe young Creatures, fo 
much taken up about their Soul's Salvation. This 
© is ſome Account of the Riſe of this good, and happy 
Work. There was one of the School-Boys that went 
to Cambuſſang in March, that was firſt awakened, 
© he after ſome few Days ſaid to me in the School, 
will you let #wo or three of us meet together to 
ing Pſalms and pray? I ſaid, I was very well pleaſed 
© to hear that they inclined to ſuch a good Exerciſe ; ſo 
they joined themſelves together, and it hath had 
very good Fruit. For, ſome few Days after, there 


© were ſome of them under Concern, and that Day 


* fourteen Days they firſt met, there were ten, or 
* twelve awakened, and under deep Convictions; 
* ſome very young, of 8, or 9 Years of Age, ſome 
© 12 and 13. They ſtill incline more and more to 
their Duty, ſo that they meet three times a Day, in 
the Morning, at Night, and at Noon. Alſo they 
© have forſaken all their childiſh Fancies and Plays; ſo 
< theſe that have been awakened, are known by their 
© Countenance and Converſation, their Walk and Be- 
* haviour. The Work among the young ones in the 
School ſtill increafes, and there are ſtill ſome newly 
* awaken'd. There were ſome that by a Word of 
Terror in their Leſſon, were very diſtreſſed, andwould 
* cry out and weep bitterly. There are ſome of them 
very ſenſible of their Caſe, both of the Sin of their 
Nature, and their actual Tranſzreſſions, and even of 
the Sin of Unbelief ; for when I would. exhort any of 
them that were diſtreſſed to believe in Chr:iF, be- 
© cauſe he is both able, and willing to ſave to the Ut- 
© termoſt, . They replied, that they knew he was both 
able and willing; but they could not believe them- 
ſelves, unleſs God gave them a Heart ſo to do; for, 
« they faid, they felt their Heart ſo hard, that they 
could do nothing. This is the Account he gives 2 
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© the Younger Sort. As to the Elder Sort, he ſays, 

« that the fir} among them were awaken' d at Cam- 
« buſlang, others at Calder and Kirkintilloch , but that 

© the greateſt Part have been awakened at the Society 
Meetings, they meet twice a Week for Prayer, and 
< Praiſe, where all the awakened in the Pariſh, with 
as many others as pleaſe to come are admitted.” 
There are alſo ſeveral other little Meetings, almoſt 
every Day, in different Places of the Pariſh, at the 
ſecond of theſe Meetings, there were nine awaken'd, at 
the third there were four, at another Meeting there 
were five or /ix. He ſays, that there is greater Dili- 
gence-about the Concerns of Religion, even among 
the careleſs and ignorant, than ever was known be- 
fore ; and that the younger Sort are ſo taken with Re- 
gion, that they eſteem it more than their neceſſary 
Food. There are ſeveral under deep Convictions, 
who were formerly rude and profane. In another 
Letter, dated Fuly.6th 1742. He faith, © That this 
good Work till. continues among them, and that 

© there are a conſiderable Number newly awakened 

* in their Pariſh, beſides Strangers that come to their 
Meetings from other Pariſhes.* There were two 
young Women in a neighbouring Pariſh, who had 
been at Cambuſlang, and brought back an evil Report. 
of what they had been witneſs to there; they ſaid, 
they wondered what made the People cry out. Upon 
the 22d of June, they came to one of theſe Meetings 
in Badernoct, as was ſuppoſed, with no good Deſign, 
they had not been above three Quarters of an Hour 
in the Meeting, when they were brought under Con- | 
victions, and continued in Diſtreſs the whole Time i 
the Meeting laſted. He ſays, there are a goodly 
Number of them who are come to Relief, which 

ſeems to be real, from Scripture Marks and Evidences

I have been more particular aud large in this Arti- 
cle concerning Bedarnock * that we, who are Miniſters 
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Ag. 25th, the awaken'd there are now about 100. „ 
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rom any Succeſs we may have in our Miniſtrations; 
ſeeing that though the Lord maketh, eſþectally the 
preaching the Word, an effectual Means of convicting 
and converting Sinners, and of building up them that 
are converted, yet, he alſo bleſſeth the reading of- the 
Mord, Chriſtian Communion, and religious Education by 
Parents, Scboolmaſters and others, for the foreſaid 
bleſſed Ends: And that he can, and ſometimes doth 
make Uſe of weak, and inconſiderable Inſtruments, 
for beginning, and carrying on a good Work upon 
the Souls of Men, while Men of great-Gifts, and even

be regarded, as the Doing of the Lord, that the Peo- 
ple of Badarnock, are not the leſs careful to attend up- 
on publick Ordinances, neither is their Eſteem of then 
diminiſhed.” Their Meetings do not interfere with the 
Diſpenſation of public Ordinances in their own Congre- 
gation, when they have it, nor with that in the neigb. 
bouring Congregations, when they want it in their own, 
It is alſo hoped, that the reading of the foreſaid Arti- 
cle, may excite Schoo/maſters, and others, who have the 
Education of Youth, to be diligent in inſtructing tht 


youngeſt of them in the Principles of our holy Reli- 


gion, and to endeavour daily to make Impreſſions

S the Report of the NS Work at Cambuſlang, 
which has for ſeveral Weeks engaged the At- 
tention of Numbers in this City and Country 

in the Neighbourhood, is now ſpread over a great. 

Part of the Nation; it is no Wonder that one who. 

lives at the Diſtance you do, ' ſhould be curious to have 

a true Relation of it: And as I would be glad of any 

Opportunity to ſerve you, it is very agreeable to me, 

to think I can gratify you in this Matter ; eſpecially in 

what concerns the People in that Pariſh, and {ome other 

Pariſhes near it, having had Opportunity to converſe. 

fully with the Miniſter of Cambuſſang, and with many 

of the People there, who are under this ſpiritual Exer- 
ciſe, and alſo with ſome other Miniſters, who have ſeve- 
ral in their Pariſhes that appear to be under the ſame 
happy Impreſſions. | 
There is one Thing in the Entry I muſt appriſe you 
of, viz. That I am, to confine myſelf, to a ſimple Nar- = 
ratign of Facts, as the VA on which the Opinion Þ 
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'of many concerning the preſent happy Change that is 
wrought on that People, is founded : Without enter- 
ing into any Reaſoning, but leaving it to yourſelf to 
draw proper Concluſions from the Facts, after com- 
panng them with Scripture Rules and Inſtances. 

. T muſt alſo acquaint you, as it was natural to expect, 
when, on a ſingular Occaſion of this Sort, great Num- 
bers of People from adjacent Towns and Country, came 
flocking to a Place that became ſo remarkable ; that in 
ſuch a promiſcuous Multitude ſome Counterfeits would 
readily happen ; it was the early Care of Miniſters who 
intereſted themſelves moſt in that Matter, to enter into 
a ſtrict Examination of thoſe who appeared to be under 
a more than ordinary Concern, ſo as to obtain Satisfaction 
to themſelves, whether the Work was ſolid, being juſtly 
apprehenſive, That the Powers of Darkneſs would not 
fail to employ their Devices, to bring Contempt on what 
might tend ſo much to the Honour of the Goſpel. 

In thoſe watchful Endeavours it muſt be own'd, that 
ſome Impaſtors were found to have mix'd with the Sin- 
cere; but there is Reaſon to bleſs God, that, ſo far as 
yet appears, they have been very few; and as theſe have 
been ſeverely rebuk'd, ſo the moſt awful Warnings 
have been given, againſt all ſuch inſincere Pretenftons, 

which Warnings, there is Ground to believe, have had 
very good Effects. * 

Now, Sir, to give the ſhort Hiſtory of this Matter. 

The Miniſter of that Pariſb, in his ordinary Courſe 
of Sermons, for near a Twelvemonth before this Work 
began, had been preaching on theſe Subjects which tend 
moſt directly to explain the Nature, and prove the Ne- 


ceſſity of Regeneration, according to the different 


Lights in which that important Matter is repreſented in 
Holy Scripture: And for ſome Months before the late 
remarkable Events, a more than ordinary Concern a- 
bout Religion appeared among that People; one good 
Evidence of which was, that about the End of January 
laſt, a Petition was given in to the Miniſter, ſubſcribed

Lecture ſhould be ſet up; which was readily gran 0 | 
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of People in Cambuſlang were 
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and the Day fixed on Thurſday, as the moſt convenient 
for the temporal Intereſts of the Patiſh. 
On Monday the 1 5th of February there was 2 enen! | 
Meeting, at the Miniſter $ Houſe, of the particular So- 
cieties for Prayer, which had ſubſiſted in the Pariſhfor 
ſeyeral Years before: On Tueſday there was atiothet 
Meeting for Prayer there, the Occaſion of which was 
a Concert with ſeveral ſerious Chriſtians elſewhere, 
about ſolemn Prayer, relating to the publick Intereſts 
of the Goſpel; in which Concert only a ſmall Number 
engaged at fitſt, but others 
getting Notice of it deſired to join, and were admitted: 
The People who met for Prayer theſe tio Days, ap- 
prehended that they had been fo well imployed, and 
found fo much Leiſure for it, that they had a thitd- 
Meeting on Wedneſday : But on all theſe three Days they 
returned in good Time in the Evening to their on 


| Houſes, ſo far is it from being true that they ruſhed 


from ſome of theſe Meetings to the Church arid conti- 
nued immured there tor ſome D and Nights, as was 
reported. 

Before Thurſday, February 18th, they had Week- 
days Sermons only on Thur fdays Ac to the above- 
mentioned Defite of the Pariſh; and before that Day, 
tho? ſeveral ' particular Perſons came to the Minter, - 
from Time to Fime, under deep Contern about their 


Salvation, yet there came no gfeat Numbéts together. = 


But on that Day after Sermon a conſiderable Number 
of People, reckoned by ſome preſent about 30, came 
together to the Miniſter's Houſe, under Convictioris and 
alarming Apprehenſions about the State of their Souls, 


and defiring to ſpeak with him. 


From this unexpected Number, cottithg is an Even- 
ing, in ſo great Diſtreſs, and the Neceeſſity of the Ni- 
niſters exhotting' them in general, and converſing with 
many of them ſeparately, you will eaſily perceive that 
he behoved to: ſpend that Night with them, 'as he did 
moſt part of two'or three moſè ſinee this Work Began, 

which is now about twelve Weeks: 


After this, Numbers daily reſotred to hat Plc, Emme 


to 
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to hear the Word, ſome to converſe with People who 
were under this remarkable Concern, and others with 
different Views: And the Deſires and Exigencies of 
thoſe were ſuch that the Miniſter found himſelf obliged 
without any previous Intimation, to provide them a dai- 
ly Sermon, a few Days excepted, and after Sermon 
- Uſually to ſpend ſome Time with them in Exhortations, 
Prayers and ſinging of Pſalms, being eſpecially en- 
couraged thereto by the extraordinary Succeſs with 
which God was pleaſed, from Time to Time, to bleſs 
his own Ordinances ; inſomuch that, by the beſt In- 
formation that could be had, the Number of Perſons 
awaken'd to a deep Concern about Salvation, and a- 
gainſt whom there are no known Exceptions as yet, 
has amounted to above 300. And, thro' divine Mer- 
cy, the Work ſeems to be {till making conſiderable Pro- 
greſs every Week, and more for ſome Weeks of late 
than ſome Times formerly. 

Of the Number juſt now mentioned the far greater 
Part have given already, both to Miniſters and other 
ſerious Chriſtians, a good Account of what they have 
felt in their Convictions and Humiliation for Sin, of the 
Way of their Relief by Faith in the Mercy of God 
thro! Jeſus Chriſt, and of the Change they feel in the 
prevalent Inclinations and Diſpoſitions of their Hearts, 

As to their Devotion and other Parts of their Practice, 
which i is that which chiefly attracts the Attention and 
Regard of this Country ; there are comfortable Accounts 
given of it, by thoſe who have the beſt and moſt frequent 
Opportunities of knowing their daily Behaviour. 

The Pariſh of Cambuſiang being of ſo ſmall Extent, 
that moſt of the People live within a Mile of the Church, 
and ſome who have the beſt Intelligence, being almoſt 
every Day with the Miniſter, he and they have abundant 
Opportunities to know the Practices of ſuch of the Peo- 
ple I am ſpeaking of, as live within their Bounds, and 
the Account they give of it is, That they appear to be 
in a very hopeful Way; and the like good Accounts are 
given 2 ſeveral Miniſters and others, of ſuch of thoſe 


Feople as belong to other neighbouring Pariſhes.

Among the particular good Fruits, already appearing,” 
both in Cambilans and elſewhere, the . — 15 
ſtances ſeem very encouraging: A viſible Reformation 
of the Lives of Perſons who were formerly notorious 
Sinners; particularly, the laying aſide of Curſing and 
Swearing, and drinking to Exceſs, among thoſe who 
were addicted to that Practice: Remorſe for Acts of 
Injuſtice, and for Violation of relative Duties con- 
feſſed to the Perſons wronged, joined with new Endea- 
vours after a conſcientious Diſcharge of ſuch Duties: 
Reſtitution which has more than once been diſtin 
and particularly inculcated in Publick, ſince this Wo 
began; forgiving of Injuries; all deſirable Evidences 
of fervent Love to one another, to all Men, and even 
to thoſe who ſpeak Evil of them; and among thoſe 
People both in Cambuſlang and other Pariſhes, more 
affectionate Expreſſions of Regard than ever to their 
own Miniſters, and to the Ordinances diſpenſed by them; 
the keeping up divine Worſhip in Families, where it 
was neglected very often by ſome, and intirely by o- 
thers; the erecting of new Societies for Prayer, both 
of old and young, partly within the Pariſh, where no 
leſs than twelve ſuch Societies are newly begun, and 
partly elſewhere, among Perſons who have been a- 
waken'd on this Occaſion: And, together with all theſe 
Things, ardent Love to the holy Scriptures, vehement 
Thirſting after the publick Ordinances, earneſt Deſires 
to get private Inſtructions in their Duty from Miniſters 
and others, with commendable Docility and Tractable- 
neſs in receiving ſuch Inſtructions. * 
This Thirſt after Knowledge is particularly remark- 
able in thoſe who were more ignorant ; ſeveral who can- 
not read, and ſome of them old Perſons, being ſo de- 
ſirous to be better acquainted with the Word of God, 
that they are reſoly'd to learn to read, and ſome of the 
younger Sort actually putting themſelves to School. 

I would farther add, that theſe good Impreſſions have 
been made on Perſons of very different Characters and 
Ages; on ſome of the moſt abandon'd as well as the 
more ſober ; on Young as well as Old; on the illite- 
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rate as well as the more knowing; on Perſons of a 
flower as well as thoſe of a quicker and more ſprightly . 
Genius ; and, which ſeems to deſerve ſpecial Atten- 
tion, on Perſons wha were addicted to ſcoffing at ſa-

The Sum of the Fas, I have repreſented to you 
is, That this Work has been begun, and carried on 
under the Influence of. the great ant! ſubſtantial Do- 
ctrines of Chriſtianity, preſling,) jointly, the Necęſity of 
Repentance towards God, of Faith in the Lord Teſus 
Chriſt, and of Holineſs in all manner of Converſation ; 
that it came after ſuch Preparatives as an extenſive Con- 
cern about Religion gradually increaſing ; together 
with extraordinary fervent Prayer in large Meetings, 
arly relating to the Succeſs of the Goſpel ; that 
great and ſucceſsful Pains have been taken, to ber 
and diſcountenance Hypocritical Pretences, and to warn 
People againſt what might have the leaſt Appearance 
of Enthuſiaſm, or Deluſion : That the Account given 
by a very large Number of People of their inward Ex- 
erciſes, and Attainments, ſeems to agree with the Scrip- 
ture Standard ; and are bringing forth in Practice, 
Fruits meet for Repentance; comprehending the ſeveral 
Branches of Piety, and of the moſt ſubſtantial Morality, 
that can intitle Men, to the Regards of Friends of Re- 

ligion and Virtue.

Thoughts of themſelves; renouncing the Vanities of 
the World, and all their own Doings and Righteouſ- 
neſs, and relying wholly upon Chriſt for Righteouſneſs 
and Strength; and expreſſing great Love to Chriſt, to 
the Bible, to ſecret Prayer, to the People of God, and 

to his Image in whomſaever it was, without reſpect of 
Perſons, or Parties; and alſo Love to their Enemies; 
and when they heard of ſome who called the Work at 
Ca a Deluſion of the Devil, they ſhew'd no Re- 
ſentment againſt them, but wiſhed their Eyes might he 
opened, and earneſtly wiſhed they could bring all their 
Enemies, and all the World to their dear Redeemer. 
I converſed with ſome who had been very wicked, 
and ſcandalous ; but now wonderfully chang'd : Tho? 
ſome were very rude and boiſterous before, they now 
had the Mildneſs and Meekneſs of the Lamb about 
them. When they ſpoke of their former Ways they 
bluſhed, and wept,. and ſaid, None in all the Country 
round were ſo vile as they, and earneſtly deſired to 
exalt Free Grace: And when I was cautioning them 
againſt new Temptations and Relapſes, they ſnewed a 
Senſe of their own Weakneſs, and were afraid on that 
Account to come near their old Companions, though 
they would fain had them alſo brought to Chrilt : 
They faid, They would wiſh rather to' die than go 
back to old Sins, and if ever they, ſhould be left to any 
of them, they would incline to leave the Country, be- 
cauſe of the Diſhonour it would bring on the Work of 
God, which they could not bear to ſee.

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Tho' I converſed with a great Number both Men 
8 Women, Old and Young, I could obſerve nothing 
Viffanary or Eutbiffaſtick about them; for their Diſ- 
courſes were ſolid, and Experiences ſcriptural; and all 
the Comfort and Relief they got from Trouble, ſtill 
came to them, by ſome Promiſe or Word of Scripture 
caſt into their Minds, and it was pleaſant to hear them 
mention the great Variety of theſe Words up, and 
down, the Bible. And ſome who could not read, told 
their Words of Conſolation, not knowing well if they 
were in the Bible or not; and when upon aſking if 
they were e Words or not, they greatly rejoiced 
I. had rn much of this ſurpriſing Work by Let 
ters, and from Eye- Witneſſes before I came, 
that made flight Impreſſions on me, when compared 
with what I was Eye, and Ear-Witneſs to myſelf. 
Upon the whole I look on the Work at Cambuſting, 
to be a moſt ſingular, and marvellous Outpouring of 
the Holy Spirit, which Chriſt hath promiſed; and I 
pray it may be a happy Forerunner of a general Re- 
viving of the Work of God in this poor decayed 
Church, and a bleſſed Mean of Union en all the 
Lovers of our dear Jeſus. 
I am ſorry I cannot ſtay to ai you further in this 
good Work; my Bufinefs, and Circumſtances oblige 
me, to return homewards.

ſaid, To ſee, and be ſeen. AR iS. 

I have heard them expreſſing a great deal of Sorrow 
tor theſe Things, and ſeemingly, in the moſt ſerious 
and ſincere Manner; and not ſo much, as ſome of (oa |

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have told me, from the Fear of Puniſhinent, to which 

i they had thereby expoſed themſelves, as from a Senſe 
of the Diſhonour they had done to God, and the bleſſed 
Redeemer ; and frequently aggravated their Sins, from 
this Conſideration, That they had been the 9 
and Murderers of the Lord of Glory. 

And tho? I have ſeen ſome of them under extreme 
Affliction and Diſtreſs, I could never obſerve the leaſt 
Diſorder in their Judgments : But their Complaints 
were always ſuitable to their Condition. Neither have 
T obſerved any of them carried away with deſpairing 
Thoughts of the Mercy of God: But all of them 
ſeemed to be ſeeking Relief, in the Method the Goſpel 
propoſes ; and expreſſed the warmeſt Deſires after an 
Intereſt in Chriſt, to obtain which they ſaid they would 

cheerfully lay down their Lives, and part with every 
thing, that was dear to them in the World. 
I have at ſeveral different Times converſed with 
many of theſe Perſons, and have received no ſmall 
Satisfaction from ſuch Converſations. - When ſpeaking 
of Prayer, they have told me, how. much that Duty 
had been neglected by them, and in what a cold life- 
leſs Manner it was perform” om which therefore, 
they neither did nor could reap any Satisfaction: But 
now ſaid they, It was an Exerciſe,” in which they 
found much Sweetneſs and Comfort. 

Their Love to the Holy Scriptures, all of them ex- 
preſs in the moſt lively and moving Manner, frequent- 
ly calling it, a precious and invaluable Treafure; great. 

| 1y ſurprized how they could poſſibly flight it ſo much 
in Time paſt, and declaring they now-ſaw many things 
in it, highly uſeful and comfortable to them ; which 
they never before imagin'd had been there. 

They expreſs a great Love to, and Deſire after the 
Publick Ordinances ; when I have aſked ſome of them, 
uf they had fuch Affection as the Fſalmiſt ſpeaks of 
in x £4 Beginning of Pſalm 122. when it was ſaid to 
Him, Let us go up to the Honſe of the Lord, they have 
told me, that though it Was quite otherwiſe with them 
vr. ly yet now. they found a vaſt Pleaſure in attend-

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ing the Church, and publick Worſhip of God, and "4g 
great Unwillingneſs in them to withdraw from it. g 
has the Service was over. 
They are likewiſe exceedingly deſirous of more pri 
vate Inſtruction in their Duty, and take all O 
nities of waiting on thoſe, that can be of Uſe to hom 
and ſuch of them as are near at hand, do fre quently 
come to my Houſe, and receive my Advice and Af. - 
ſiſtance; and I never ſaw Perſons more docile than 
they are.

they have had. 
Some of them "PI to diſcover devout Breathings 
of Soul after God, and the bleſſed Redeemer, and Re- 
ſolutions thro? Grace, to depend upon him in the worſt 
of Circumſtances, often making uſe of theſe Words. 
of Job xiii. x5. To be ſlay me, yet will 1 iruſt in him. 
I have been much ſurprized to ſee how readily, nay 
even judiciouſly, ſome of them who had been former- 
ly ignorant and unconverted, have ſpoke of ſome _ 
of the moſt important Points of practical Religion, 
and with what Facility they have adduced Paſſages of 
Scripture, very ſuitable to what they were Pray 
about.

I have converſed with a good many in this Pariſh 
that have been affected there, Some have told me that 
by what they heard in Sermon, they had great Deſire 
raiſed in their Minds to be burthened with Sin, that 
ſo they might come to Chriſt. And then have got ſo 
great a Senſe of Sin and Guilt as they could well bear. 

Others that have come to me in great Diſtreſs, when 
I aſk'd them how they came to be in that Condition, 
anſwered, that while they were hearing ſome private 
Exhortations of the Miniſter, a great many of their 
Sins were brought to their Remembrance. They thoughr 
they had been doing nothing but {inning all their Days; 
that they were empty of all Good, and that they were 
undone without Chriſt. Some have told me, they met 
with great Oppoſition in going to attend upon the Or- 
dinances, but they became reſolute and went : And 
what Places of Scripture firſt faſtened any Senſe of Sin 
upon their Minds; how this was more and more in- 
creaſed, and what Text kept them from Deſpair a- 
midſt the greateſt Terror one could readily be under. 
Others, that all Things in the World were now be- 
come taſteleſs to them, ſeeing the Danger their Souls 
were in. I have ſeen ſome ſitting alone all in Tears,

ceptance with God, given by thoſe that are reputed 
the moſt ignorant, and who I believe knew ſcarce any , 
Thing at all of religious Matters till this Work began.

Daughter, be of good Cheer, for thy Sins are forgiven 
thee, which filled her fo with Joy, that ſhe could not 
contain it: She cried out, Unto Him that loved us, and 
waſhed us from our Sins in his own Blood, and bath - 
made us Kings and Prieſts unto God, and his Father; 
to Him be Glory and Dominion for ever and ever. Amen, 
She ſays, She thought ſhe could not cry loud enough 
to expreſs his Praiſes, thinking that all that was within 
her, was too little to do it, and that ſhe was ſo o- 
verwhelmed, that her Heart was like to come out; 
yet felt no Pain but much Sweetneſs. When her Ma. 


ſter came to her, ſhe cried out, Come all ye that fear 
the Lord, and I will tell you what he hath done for 1 


Soul; and ſaid, That if all they whoever were, or 
ſhall be, were preſent, ſhe would think it too little 
to tell it to them; and if they who oppoſed this Work 
of the Spirit of God were preſent,” ſhe would tell it to 
his Praiſe if they ſhould kill her (her Maſter told me 
he heard theſe Expreſſions) he ſaid; That ſhe was 
compoſed in a while afterwards : But could not be ſa- 
tisfied, is not ſatisfied, nor ever will be ſatisfied with 


- uttering his Praiſes. 


Sh proceeded further, and ſaid to me, That ſhe 
would Jay her Mouth in the Duſt, and be deeply hum- 


bled before the Lord ſo long as ſhe lives, and that ſhe 


thinks ſhe could ly down with Mary at Chriſt's Feet, 
and waſh them with her Tears, and wipe them with 
the Hairs of her Head. She ſaid, Chriſt ſays, I love 
them that love me, and they that ſeek me early ſhall find 
me. But alas! cried ſhe, I have been too long a ſeek- 
ing him, I thought I had been ſeeking him before; 
but it was not a right ſeeking him: So long as I re- 


garded Sin in my Heart, the Lord did not hear me, —1 


aſked her, How ſhe was all Night ? She ſaid, That 
after ſhe fell aſleep, ſhe ſlept pretty well, ſhe thought 
ſome Body was oppoſing her, and ſaying, It was not 
the Work of the Lord, which awaked her with this 
in her Mouth, I will no! fear what Fleſh' can do to me, 
and, O taſte and ſee, that God is good, 5 1 

KE 
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P/alm, beginning at the 10th Yer. and when ſhe came 
away, ſhe thought it was ſaid to her, Why weepeſt 
thou ? Whom ſeekeft thou? (It is to be obſerved that 
ſhe continued to ſhed Tears abundantly) he ſaid fur- 
ther to me, Worldly Thoughts are away from me 
now, and Oh, if they would never turn again! ten 
thouſand Worlds could never give me the Love and. 
Joy Chriſt filled me with Veſternight, and are not ſo 
much as to be compared with them. In the ſtrongeſt 
? Manner ſhe expreſſed her Hatred at Sin, and Reſolu- 
tions againſt it in Chriſt's Strength. And when I put 
ſeveral Queſtions to her, which ſhe ſatisfyingly anſwer- 
ed; he J Sir, tho? you put Queſtions to me as was 
done to Peter, Chriſt knows my Heart, and he who 
knows all Things knoweth ibat I love him. She ſaid, 
She reſolved to ſhew her Love to Chriſt by keeping his 
Commandments, and that ſhe was ſenſible her Duties are 
worthleſs, and can never deſerve any Thing: But 
that ſhe had taken Chriſt's Righteouſneſs to be her 
Righteouſneſs in the Sight of God. She broke out in 
ſurpriſing Words of Love and Aſſurance, ſuch as, He 
is my ſure Portion, whom 1 have choſen for ever. O 
what hath he done for me! when I had ruined myſelf 
by Sin original and actual? Tho both my Parents baue 
left me, yet the Lord hath taken me up. She ſaid with 
great Emotion, That ſhe deſired to have all the World 
brought to- Chrift, and to feel what ſhe felt and 
doth feel. | 

June 10th, ſhe told me this Day, That ſhe is ſtill 
under Doubts and Fears, leſt ſhe is too much encou- 
raged ; but the following Scriptures. impreſſed gives 
her Relief, Let not your Heart be troubled; ye believe . 
in Cod, believe alſo in me, And that Yeſterday when 
ſhe heard the Judgment to come preached upon; ſhe 
was not afraid of the Threatnipgs, for ſhe ſaw Secu- 
rity in Chriſt for her; and that ſhe would not be a- 
fraid if ſhe ſaw him coming in the Clouds : But that 
it would be a pleaſant Sight to her, for he was her 
Friend. And that ſuch Scriptures as theſe came into

May 24th, Hz ſaid, That he ſaw he had a vile 
corrupt Nature, and the Evil of deſpiſing Chriſt thro' 
Unbelief, and ſaid, He would not for all the World 
not have had this uneaſy Sight of Sin, nor be freed 
from it, until he come to Chriſt. 
June 8th, and 1oth, His ſpiritual Diſtreſs continu- 
ing, and complaining of the Hardneſs of his Heart, I 
endeavoured to inſtruct him in the Nature of Faith, 
and the Way of Salvation by Jeſus Chriſt. 
June 17th, He ſaid, He was very uneaſy in the 
Kirk upon Tueſday Evening, after he heard the valuable 
Mr. V biteſield preach that Day at Kilfyth. He jan 
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That his Heart warmed to Jeſus Chriſt, I aſked him, 


Why ? He anſwered, Becauſe of his Love to poor Sin- 
ners, and namely to me the Chief of all Sinners. I en- 
quired at him, If it was accompanied with Hatred at 
Sin? he cried out, For having offended ſuch a juſt and 
holy God, and that he hated every thing dar was of- 
fenſive to him. He ſaid, That he had eſſayed to cloſe 
with Chriſt, and that his very Heart warms when he 
ſpeaks of dim. That, this Word came home unto 
him, and runs continually in his Mind, Matth. xi. 28, 
29. Come unto me all ye that labour, and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you Rep Take my Yoke upon you and 
learn of me, for I am meet and lowly in Heart: And ye 
ſhall find reſt for your Souls. 
June 24, Hz ſaid, He was ſomething eaſier ſince 
he was laff with me, and that he hath endeavoured to 


cloſe with a whole Chriſt, and counts all things but 
Loſs and Dung for the Excellency of the Knowledge 


of Jeſus Chriſt, and that he may win him, and that he 


hath now an Inclination to Chriſt, and that his Heart 
flutters in him like a Bird when he thinks of him. 


July 3d, He told me, That he is now well, for Sab- 


_ bath laſt, while a Reverend Miniſter was ſpeaking of 


the Prodigal Son, and that his Father ran to meet him, 

he thought with himſelf what a Prodigal he had been, 
and that Jeſus Chriſt had come to him: He was filled 
with ſuch a Senſe of it, that he was like to flee from 


the Seat where he was fitting. He ſaid, That he was 


filled: with Love to Chriſt from the Senſe of Chriſt's 
Love to him; and that he had cloſed with Chriſt in all 
his Offices, and laid the Streſs of his whole Salvation 
upon him, &c. He ſaid to me, Sir, many a Day I have 
had a light Heart in Sin, but now my Heart is light 
indeed, and my Love to Chriſt every Day grows. 

July 13th, He ſaid, That when he was at the Lord's 
Table, to > hich he was admitted the laſt Lord*s Day, 
he had the greateſt Comfort in cloſing with a whole 
Chriſt in all his Offices, and his Heart warmed to 
him. He had large Views of what a vile Sinner he 
had been, and of the Wonders, Grace and Mercy had

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done for him, particularly in bringing him to his holy 
Table. He ſaid, He bleſſed the Lord with Heart and 
Soul, and Spirit, and all that was within him for 
Chriſt, and what he had done forhim ; and that he had 
Fears leſt he ſhould fall away, and made Application 
to Jeſus Chriſt to keep him : And that it was a joy- 
ful Sight to him, when he ſaw the Bread broken, a 
Sign of Chriſt's Body broken for him, which he be- 
lieved, as alſo that his Blood was ſhed for him. 


I ſhall add to theſe other Journals extracted from 
my Book, the two following, who neither cried out 
in the Publick, nor were under bodzly Diſtreſſes. 
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Fune 26th, Y. Z. Says, He was frequently under 
Concern laſt Winter, while the Doctrine of Regenerati- 
on was preached ; and that he examined himſelt by the 
Scripture Marks given of Regeneration : But could find 
none of them in himſelf ; yet his Concern came no 
length. He was brought under deeper Concern, Sab- 
bath was fortnight, in hearing the Marks of Unbe- 
lievers, in a Sermon I preached from John iii. 36. He 
ſays, Theſe cut him wholly off. He was convinced 
of particular Sins, of the Evil of Unbelief, of the Cor- 
ruption of Nature, and the need of a new Nature. 
He ſays, that he is ſorry for Sin, and would be ſo, 
tho' it did not make him liable to Hell, becauſe, he 
hath oflended and diſhonoured God by his Sins. As 
to Self-loathing, he /aith, That he hates himſelf for 
his Sins, and is convinced, that no Sufferings of his 
can ever ſatisfy the offended Juſtice of God for the 
leaſt of his Offences, and that if he could abſtain from 
all Sin for the Time to come, and keep the Law per- 
fectly, it could not ſatisfy for the Evil of Sin already 
paſt ; and that this is only to be obtain'd by the Righ- 
teouſneſs of Jeſus Chriſt imputed to him. I inſtructed 
him in the Nature of Faith, and preſſed him to a di- 
ſtinct acting of it, with a Faith and Perſuaſion of his 
attaining to all that he receives, and truſts in Chriſt 
for, according to the Promiſe of God. 
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July 6th, By the Account he gives of himſelf, I am 
perſuaded, he hath cloſed with Chriſt. I endeavoured 
to anſwer and ſatisf many Objections and Doubts he 


| propoſed to me: But did not inſert them in my Bock. 


I adviſed him to receive the Lord's Supper, but he durſt 
not adventure, being doubtful about his Faith and In- 

tereſt in Chriſt, - tho* he had been formerly a Commu- 
icant, He hath ſince, attained unto ſome fatisfying 
Scripture Marks and Evidences of his Intereſt in Chriſt ; 


| hath received « the Lord's Supper, and continues to 
walk in the Fear of the Lord, and ſome Meaſure of 


the Comfort of the Holy Ghoſt. 


B. A. Cams to me June 18th, and told me, She 
hath been uneaſy ſince the 16h of May, and that her 
Concern increaſed upon her Sabbath, Monday and Tueſ- 
day laſt. She was convinced of Unbelief and the Evil 
of it; and was very uneaſy about the Sin of Unworthy 
communicating : But did not ſeem to be convinced 
particularly of her other Sins againſt the Law, nor of 
the Corruption of her Nature, and was ſorry for Sin 
only becauſe of its making her liable to the Wrath of 
God. I gave her Inſtructions and Directions ſuitable 
to the View I had of her Caſe. | 

July 5th, Sus then ſaw particular Sins, but was 
moſt of all uneaſy about untvorthy Communicating, and 
the Evil of Unbelief. She profeſſed, that ſhe was for- 
ry for Sin, becauſe ſhe had offended God by it, and 
alſo that ſhe loathed herſelf for her Sins. She did not 
as yet appear, to be convinced of the Corruption of her 
Nature. I adviſed her to cry to God to convince her 
of it, to give her Faith, to embrace Chriſt as offered 
to her in the Goſpel, and that with a Dependence up- 
on him, ſhe would eſſay to do it. In all which I en- 
deavoured to inſtru her. 1 | 
' July 9th, Suk ſaid, That ſhe now ſaw, that ſhe 
brought a corrupt Nature with her into the- World, 
that is Enmity to God, and all Good; and, that ſhe 
is loſt and undone by it. She ſaid, That ſhe had ac- 
cepted of Jeſus Chriſt in all his Offices, and his Righ- 
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Aſhe had before.

teouſneſs to be hers in the Sight of God, ſeeing all her 
own Righteouſneſs to be but as filthy Rags. She ſaid, 
That ſhe was much diſtreſſed Yeſterday Morning, but 
was comforted with T/aiah Ixi. 10. After Inſtructions 
and Directions, I admitted her to the Lord's Table. 

Judy 19th, Sax ſaid, She was under much Fear and 
Terror before ſhe came to the Lord's Table, but ſaid, 
I'll go in the Strength of God the Lord. When ſhe 
was there ſhe was filled with Joy in Chriſt, as a ſuffi- 
cient Saviour, She had a View of her Sins piercing 
him, and Sorrow upon that Account; ſhe continues 


to live and to walk as becometh a good Chriſtian. 


D. C. NxirhER cried out, in the Publick, nor was 
under any bodtly Diſtreſs, tho* very much diſtreſſed in- 
wardly ; was with me June yth, as ſhe had been for- 
metly. She was convinced then of particular Sins, 
the Corruption of her Nature, and the Evil of Unbelief. 
I difcourſed with her of the Nature of Godly Sorrow, 
Selt-loathing, and preſſed her to ſeek after them, and 
to plead in Prayer Ezet. xxxvi. and 31. She ſatd, 
That a Word came into her Mind, fo ſtrong as if an- 
other had ſpoke it to her, Draw nigh to God, and he 
will drow nigh to thee. And at another Time white 
the was alone and very uneaſy, Pſalm lvii. and 7. My 
Heart is fixed, O God, my Heart is fixed : I will fing 
and give Praiſe, I told her theſe Words pointed out 
to her her Duty to draw nigh to God through Jeſus 
Chriſt, and to ſeek after a Heart fixed and cftabliſhed 
by Grace, to ſing and give Praiſe to him. 

June 17th and 24th, Su told me, Both theſe Days 
that ſhe was more diſtreſſed than formerly, from a di- 
ſtincter View of original Sin and Corruption than ever 
I inſtructed her, that there was a full 
and complete Relief for her in Chriſt Jeſus from that, 
and all her other Sins. She /aid, It was ſome Com-

Azour the Beginning of Fuly, ſbe ſaid, That ſhe 
had undergone many Changes ſince ſhe was with me. 
I enquired of her, If ſhe had been endeavouring to em- 
brace Jeſus Chriſt as he is freely offered to her in the 
Goſpel? She anſwered, That ſhe was willing to receive 
him in all his Offices, and to part with all things for 
him ; for he is before all things, that ever were, or 
ſhall be: And that, ſhe was willing to take Chriſt's 
Righteouſneſs to be her whole Righteouſneſs in the 
Sight of God, renouncing all Confidence in her Works 
and Duties, for Acceptance before God. She ſaid, 
That Jſa. xlv.

Support. She had great Joy while in Secret Y eſterday. 
The Ground of it was a View of Chriſt's Mercy in 
awakening and coming to ſo great a. Sinner, who had 
grieved his Holy Spirit, and broken all her Vows to 
him; and that he might have let her ly ſtill in the 
Devil's Arms, and go to Hell; which would have 
been no Loſs to him. She ſaid, It was a great Plea- 
ſure to her to ſerve ſuch a Maſter, and one who had 
done ſo much for her. She further ſaid, That ſhe was 
uneaſy Yeſterday about former unworthy Communicat- 
ing, while ſhe was hearing the Lecture upon 1 Cor. xi. 
23. and that ſne now mourns for it, and flies to 
Chriſt's Blood to cleanſe her from that Guilt. I aſſured 
her, that his precious Blood that cleanſed theſe Con- 
verts mentioned in the ſecond of the Ads from the 
Guilt of this Blood, would cleanſe her from it, if ſhe 
really did ſo. She ſaid alſo, That ſhe endeavour'd to 
obey the Goſpel- call, to cloſe with Chriſt Yeſterday, 
and it gave her Joy to think of the free Acceſs The _ 
had to him ; and that he would not caſt -her out. 
And, that "Yeſterday, when ſhe remembred what ſhe 
heard Mr. Whitefield ſay, of the married Man in the

An ACCOUNT of the moſt remarkable Parti. 
culars known to me at the time, concerning the

what ſhall come to my Knowledge of the Progreſs 
of this Work from time to time. This J ſhall endea- 
vour to give in every print of this Narrative until it be 
finiſned, if the Lord will. | 
 Oftober zd, ThE Lord's Supper was given a ſecond 
time in this Congregation. It was firſt propoſed to me 
privately by the Rev. Mr. William Macculloch, Mini- 
ſter of the Goſpel at Cambuſiang, when I was there at 


the giving of the Lord's Supper Auguſt 15th. All! 


faid then was, That I had never thought of it, and 


that the Lord's Supper was to be given in the neigh- 


bouring Pariſh of Cumbernauld after Harveſt ; which 
appeared to me an Objection againſt any ſuch Deſign. 
After this I had the Propoſal much under my Conſider- 


ation, but ſpoke of it to no body. Many Objections 


were muſtered in my Mind againſt it. I had a rooted 
Averſion at any thing that looked like affecting Popu- 
larity, and was greatly afraid, that the giving the 
Lord's Supper a ſecond Time in the Congregation, and 


within a Quarter of a Year, after it had been given, 


might be miſconſtructed this Way. While I was thus 


toſſed in my Mind, and almoſt reſolved againſt it, a 
Member of the Seſion, whoſe Judgment I greatly va- 
lue, came to me upon a certain Lord's Day betwixt 


Sermons, and propoſed it to me as his own Deſire, 


anch alſo of ſeyeral others in the Congregation, that 
this Sacrament ſhould be given a ſecond Time, I was 
prevailed with to propoſe it to the Seffon in the Even- 
ing. The Members of the Seſſion were deſired to ad- 

2 vertiſe 
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vertiſe the ſeveral Societies for Prayer, to ſeek Light and 


Direction from God anent it, and to enquire into the 
Sentiments of the People about it, and to report unta 
the next Sefion. After this the Sgſon met again and 
again, to pray and deliberate about it. I was inform- 
ed, That it was the earneſt Deſire of the generality of 
the Pariſh to have it. They urged that the Lord 


had wrought great and extraordinary Things in the 


Congregation this Summer, in a Work of Conviction 
and Converſion ; and they thought that the moſt ſolemn 
and extraordinary Thankſziving, was due to him from 
them; and which they could not offer to him in a 
more ſolemn Manner, than in this Ordinance of Thank/- 
giving ; they declared alſo, That they were willing to 


bear a conſiderable Part of the Charges, and offered 


to bear the whole, if it had been accepted, I durſt 
not, after all Things conſidered, refuſe to give them 
the Lord's Ordinance which they had a Right to, and 
ſo earneſtly deſired : Eſpecially conſidering, that the 
giving it, in country Congregations at molt but once a 


Year, is a Complaint againſt our Conſtitution, It was 


reſolved then, with an Eye to the Lord, to give this 


| Ordinance upon the third Sabbath of October. 


I was aſſiſted in the giving of it by the Neighbour- 
ing Miniſters and former Aſſiſtants who could be with 
me, ſuch as the Rev'd Mr. Fob» M Laurin Miniſter 
of the Goſpel at Glaſgow, Mr. James Warden at Cal- 
der, Mr. John Warden at Campſie, Mr. James Burnſide 
at Kirkintilloch, Mr. James Macky at St. Ninians, Mr. 
John Smith at Larbert, Mr. Spiers at Linlthgow, Mr. 
Thomas Gillepfie at Carnock, Mr. Hunter at Salin, Mr. 
Me Culloch at Cambuſlang, and Mr. Porteous at Money- 
vaird.—Some of theſe Rev'd Brethren, who had not 
been formerly my Aſſiſtants, were invited to ſupply 
the Place of ſome of my Neighbours, who could not 
be with me at this Time; or, to anſwer for the more 
than ordinary Demand of Preaching, and other mini- 
ſterial Work. Some of theſe Brethren alſo came to 
Join with us of themſelves, and kindly gave their Aſ- 
ſiſtance as they were called. Mr. James Young Preach- 
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er of the Goſpel at Faltir having been invited, aſſiſted 
by Preaching. | 

Uyon the Faſt-Day, Sermons were preached in the 
Fields, to a very numerous and attentive Audience, by 
three Miniſters, without any Intermiſſion becauſe of 
the ſnortneis of the Day. Upon the Fridays Evening 
there was Sermon in the Kirk, and there was a good 
deal of Concern among the People. Upon the Saturday 
there was Sermon both in the Kirk, and in the Fields. 

Urox the Lord's-day, the publick Service began 
about half an Hour after eight in the Morning, and con- 
tinued without Intermiſſion until half an Hour after 
eight in the Evening, when all was concluded, I preach- 
ed the Action Sermon, by the Divine Direction and 
Aſſiſtance, from Epbeſians ti. 7. That in the Apes 10 
come he might ſhew the exceeding Riches of his Grace, in hi; 
Kindneſs towards us thre Chriſt Jeſus. There were 
twenty two Services; each conſiſting of about ſeventy 
Perſons, except the laſt, which had only a e; ſo that 
the Number of Communicants amounted to near , 
teen Hundred. The Evening Sermon began immediately 
after the laſt Service. And tho' I deſired that the 
Congregation in the Fields ſhould be diſmiſſed after 
the laſt Service, yet they choſe rather to continue to- 
gether until all was over, when there was the moſt 
deſirable Frame, and obſervable Concern among the 
People, that had ever been any where ſeen; it began 
to be conſiderable, when the Rev'd Mr. John Warden 
Miniſter of the Goſpel at Campſie preached, and it 
continued and encreaſed greatly, while the Rev*d Mr. 
Speirs preached, who concluded the publick Work of 
this Day in the Fields, | 
Upon the Monday, there were Sermons both in 
the K:rk and in the Fields. There was a good deal of 
obſervable Concern, and ſeveral brought under ſpiritual 
Diſtreſs in the Fields. In the Evening two Miniſters 
had ſucceſſively public Diſcourſes, unto the numerous 
Diſtreſs'd conveened in the Church. As alſo upon the 
Tueſday Morning there was a Sermon preached, and a 
Ducourſe by another Miniſter, containing ſuitable In-

trutions and Directions, both to the Awakened, and 
to them who had never attained to any Senſe and 
Sight of their Sin and Danger. . 

Tux ſpiritual Fruits of this folemn and extraordi- 
nary Diſpenſation of Word and Sacrament are, as far 
as known to me, 1}. Several Chriitlefs and ſecure Sin- 
ners were awakened to a Sight of their Sin and Miſery, 
the moſt Part of whom were Strangers from other 
Congregations at a Diſtance. Zion's mighty King 
brought the Wheel of the Law over them, and ſent 
them home with broken and contrite Hearts, 

2aly, SoME who came here without any ſenſible 
Relief from the ſpiritual Diſtreſs, and Law-work they 
had been under for a long Time, felt ſuch a Time of 
the Mediator's Power, 28 enabled them to embrace 
Jeſus Chriſt, with ſuch Diſtinctneſs, as to know that 
they had done it: A /ſovereignly gracious Lord, who 
comforts them that are caſt down, filling them at 
the ſame Time, with ſuch a feeling of his Love ſhed 
abroad in their Hearts by the Holy Ghoſt given unto 
them, as they could not contain ; but were conſtrained 
to break forth with Floods of Tears, in the moſt fi g- 
nificant Expreſſions of their own Vileneſs and Unwor- 
thineſs, and of the deep Senſe they had of the ex- 
ceeding Riches of God's Grace, in his Kindneſs ſhown 
towards them through Jeſus Chriſt. 

3dly, THERE were a great many who declared to 
me, that while they were at the Lord's Table, and at 
other Times during this Attendance, they had more. 
than ordinary Feelings of the Love of God to their 
Souls, and Out-goings of their Love towards the al- 
together lovely Jeſus; and theſe not only of the elder 
Sort; but ſome who were very young. A judicious 
ſolid Chriftian told me, That he was ſo much in this 
bleſſed Situation, as he could ſcarcely reftrain himſelf 
from crying out. : | 

THrzeRE were many Strangers from a great Diſtance 
who came hither to keep this Feaft of the Lord; ſe- 
veral of them of Note and Diſtinction in the World, 
of great Penetration and Judgment, and long Expe- 
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rience in the Chriſtian-Life, who declared themſelves 
well ſatisfied with what they had heard, ſeen, and felt, 
by the Lord's Mercy in this Place, and returned to 
they Houſes joyful and glad in Heart, for the Good- 
neſs that the Lord had ſhewed unto his People. 

I record all this, to the Praiſe and Glory of our 
God in and through Jeſus Chriſt, and that I may men- 
tion the loving Kindneſs of the Lord, and the Praiſes of 
the Lord, according to all that the Lord hath beſtowed 
on us, and the great Goodneſs towards the Houſe of 
Iſrael, which he hath beſtowed on them, according to 
bis Mercies, and according to the Multitude of his loving 
Kinaneſſes. 

IT will be agreeable Tidings, to all who deſire and 
pray for the coming of the Kingdom of God, to be 
informed that this Out-pouring of the Holy Spirit, is 
conſiderably obſervable to the - North-ward beyond 
what hath been formerly mentioned 1n this Narrative, 
Not to be particular now as to the much greater Pro- 
greſs of this bleſſed Work in the Pariſhes of Gargun- 
nock and St. Ninians; I ſhall at this Time give ſome 
particular Account of the remarkable Coming of the 
Comforter to the Pariſh of Muthel, to convince many 
there of Sin, of Righteouſneſs, and of Judgment. 

THr1s Pariſh is fitvate in the Shire of Perth, and 
Preſbytry of Auchterarder, about four Miles to the 
North-Weſt of the ſaid Preſbytry Seat. They have 
been many Years under the paſtoral Care of the Rey*d- 
Mr. William Halley, an able and ſufficient Miniſter of 
the New-Teſtament, and one who is known to be la- 
borious and faithful, The Reader will be informed 
much better, by a Letter I received from the ſaid 
Rev*d Brother, upon the ſecond of this current Ofte- 
ber, than by any Abſtract I can give of it : Which 
Letter is as follows: | 


Revd dear Brother, © 
OR ſome Time paſt, I have been much re- 
freſhed with Tidings of great Foy, not only from 


abroad, viz. New England and other remote Parts, = 
| 0 
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alſo from different Corners of our Land, particularly 


from the Pariſh whereof you have the paſtoral Charge, 


from whence I hear of a gathering of the People to 
the bleſſed Shiloh That you may rejoice with me 


and help with your Prayers at the Throne of 


Grace ——1 thought it proper to acquaint you, with 
ſomething of the like glorious Work in this Conęre- 
gation I do not in this Miſſive, pretend to give you 
a full and particular Account of what the Lord has 
done amongſt us for ſome Time paſt —— In general, 
for about a 7ear by-paſt, there has been an unuſual Stir- 
ring and ſeeming Concern through this Congregation, 
and ſome now and then falling under Convictions--— 
A cloſer Attention to the Word preached, and a re- 
ceiving of it with an apparent Appetite, was by my- 
ſelf and others obſerved—until the Time the Sacra- 
ment of the Lord's Supper was diſpenſed here, which 


was the third Sabbath of Fuly laſt, at which Time, I 


think, our conquering Redeemer made ſome viſible 
In-roads upon the Kingdom of Satan. I hope there are 
not a few, both in this and other Congregations, that 
can ſay, That God was in this Place, and that they 
felt his Power and ſaw his Glory—Bat whatever the 


Lord was pleaſed to ſhed down of the Influences 


of his Spirit upon that ſolemn Occaſion, compari- 
tively ſpeaking, may be accounted but a Day of 
ſmall Things, in Reſpect of what a gracious God, has 
been pleaſed to do amongſt us ſince I muſt acknow- 
ledge, to the Praiſe of our gracious God, that an 
unuſual Power hath attended the Word preached, 
every Sabbath-day ſince, few if any Sabbaths having 
paſſed but ſome have been awakned, and particularly 
laſt Lord's Day, which I hope I may ſay, was a Day 
of the Son of Man in this Place; for, beſides the ge- 
neral Concern that was ſeen in this Congregation, 'about 
eighteen Perſons, which I came to know of that Night, 
were prick'd at the Heart, and deeply wounded with 
the Arrows of the Almighty, and I expect to hear 
of a great deal more. of them I have been very 
agreeably entertained with the Viſits of diſtreſſed Souls 
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crying out for Chriſt, and what ſhall we do to be ſaved? 
And I may ſay, That the Work of the Law has 


been ſevere, and outwardly noticeable upon all that I 
have converſed with, their Convictions have been 
deep, cutting, and abiding, not (as we have formerly 
ſeen) like a Morning Cloud and early Dew, that ſoon 

th away. And yet, I have not obſerved in any 
that I have ſpoke with, the leaſt Tendency to Deſpair, 
but giving ſo far as I can judge, fatisfying Evidences, 
of a kindly Work of the Spirit, and the Law acting 
the Part of a School- Maſter, leading them to Chriſt, in 
whom, I hope, a great many of them are ſafely landed, 
and have had their Souls filled with Peace and Joy in 
Believing, and ſome have, received ſuch a Meaſure of 
the Joys of Heaven, that the narrow crazy Veſſel 
could hold no more Tho ſome old People have been 
awakened, yet this Work is moſt noticeable among 
the younger Sort : And ſome very young (within twelve 


Tears of Age) have been obſervably wrought upon, 


and the Fruits are very agreeable, amongſt others 
their Delight in Prayer, and their frequent meeting 
together for that End. And they who have noticed 
them, have informed me, of their ſpeaking in Pray- 
er, the wonderful Things of God—As the Lord has 
been pleaſed oblervably to own us in the public Ord: 
nances, and to make us ſee his Goings in the Sanctuary; 
fo,I think no leſs have we felt a Down- pouring of his Spi- 
rit, upon the Occaſion of our evening Exerciſes upon 
Sabbath Nights. For immediately after publick Wor- 
ſhip is over, ſuch Crowds of People come to the 
Manſe*, as fill the Houſe, and the Cloſe before the 
Doors, ' diſcovering a great Thirſt after the Word, and 
ſuch an unuſual Concern in hearing of it, that their 
Mourning-crys frequently drown my Voice, ſo that 
I am obliged frequently to ſtop till they compoſe 
themfelves, And many on theſe Occaſions fall under 
deep and abiding Convictions. So that I'm taken up 
in dealing with them for ſome Hours after the Meet ·

OURS of the 17th Inſtant, I received upon the 
20th—By which I was exceedingly refreſhed, 
els of 
the Lord's Work in that Plot of his Vineyard whereof 
you have the paſtoral Charge—Theſe Things brought 
about with you, here, and elſewhere, are the Doings 
of the Lord, and wonderful in our Eyes, and conſidering 
the almoſt univerſal Deadneſs, Degeneracy, deſpiſing 


of Goſpel-Ordinances, ſlighting the Ambaſſadors of 


Chriſt, and the many other crying Abominations of 


the Land, this reviving, this ſurpriſing Viſit, may fil 
us with Wonder and Amazement, and make us ſay, 
When the Lord returned again the Captivity of our Zion, 
we were like Men that dream. But his Ways are not 
as our Ways. Glory to him, he has ſeen our Ways, 
and is healing them. —It gave me much Pleaſure, to 
hear Mr. Porteous and ſome of my People, giving ſuch 
an Account of the Work of God, with you, at your 
laſt Sacrament—Such of my Flock as attended that ſo- 
lemn Occaſion, I hope, have not loſt their Travel— 
About ſeven and twenty of them all in a Company com- 
ing home, were by a kind Providence overtaken up- 
on the Road, by Mr. Porteous, Mrs. Erſtine and Mr. 
David Erſ#ine, who, by the Bleſſing of the Lord, were 
made eminently uſeful to them. For ſuch was the Di- 
ſtreſs of many of them, that in all Appearance they 


had lodged in that deſert Place all Night, if the Lord, 


by means of theſe Inſtruments, had not ſent them 
ſome Support and Relief, ſo much did their Soul- di- 
ſeemed not able to 
travel much further I doubt not but it will give you 
like Satisfaction, to be informed, that the ſame good 


Work upon Souls, is daily advancing and going on in 


this Pariſh. Every Sabbatb- day, ſince I wrote to you 
laſt, I may ſay, to the Glory of free Grace, has been 


a Day of the Son of Man. The Arrows of the Almigh- 
ty King are ſtill flying thick amongſt us, and wound- 


ing the Hearts of his Enemies, and laying them down, 


groaning at the Feet of the Conqueror, crying under 
I a Senſe 
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A Senſe of Guilt, and the frightful Apprehenſions of 
Wrath, and thirſting after a Saviour For many 
Months paſt, I have obſerved a general and unuſual 
Concern upon the whole Congregation, their cloſe 
Attendance upon Ordinances, tho* many of them be 
at a great Diſtance, their hungry-like Attention to the 
Word, the ſerious and concern'd-like Airs appearing. 
in their Faces; many being ſo deeply affected in hear- 
ing, that frequently a general Sound of Weeping, 
through the whole Congregation, uſes to riſe ſo high, 
that it much drowns my Voice. Their Carriage and 
ſpiritual Converſe in coming and going from publick 
Ordinances, and the many Prayers that are, put up 
through this Parniſh—Theſe good and promiſing Ap- 
pearances, makes me, through the Bleſſing of God 
upon his Ordinances, to expect yet greater Things 
than theſe I have already ſeen. —I told you in my laſt, 
what Multitudes of People attended our Evening Ex- 
erciſe upon Sabbath-Nights. But now, tho' the Day 
be ſhort, I'm oblig'd to go to the Kirk with them, 
where almoſt the whole Congregation (which is very 
great) wait and attend. Many of them not regarding 
the Difficulty of travelling through a long dark Moor, 
in the Night: And a good Number after they have 
heard a Lecture, and two Sermons, and the Evening Ex- 
erciſe, ſtay and retire to the School-houſe, and there 
ſpend ſome Hours in Prayer, and the Lord has ſignally 
owned them, not oniy to their own mutual Edification, 
but to the Conviction of By-ſtanders, and ſuch as have 
heard them without the Walls of the Houſe—Our 
praying Societies are in a moſt flouriſhing Condition, 
and ſtill more Members flocking to them; their Meet- 
ings are frequent, and the Lord is obſervably preſent 
with them—The Meetings for Prayer amongſt the 
young Boys and Girls, give me great Satisfaction; one 
whereof began ſoon after the Sacrament, and is now - 
increaſed to about the Number of Twenty. Till of 
late they met in the Town, but ſeveral of them falling 
under ſuch a deep Concern, that I was ſent for to ſpeak 
with them, where I found ſome of them all in T0005 
Ince 
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fince that Time (that I may have them near me) 1 
give them a Room in the Manſe, where they meet 

every Night. And O how pleaſant is it to hear the 
young Lambs add ceſling themſelves to God in 

rayer : O with what Fervour! with what proper Ex- 
preſſions, do I hear them pouring out their Souls to a 
' Prayer-hearing God! ſo that ſtanding at the Back of 
the Door, I am often melted into Tears to hear them--- 
We have another praying Society of young Ones, lately 
erected in another Corner of the Pariſh, where one 
Mr. Robertſon teaches one of the Charity-Schools — The 
young Ones, of late, defired his Allowance to meet in 
the School-Houſe for Prayer, which he very readily 
went into (for tis his great Pleaſure to promote and 
encourage Religion both in Young and Old) and there 
about Twenty of them meet twice every Week, tho they 
have a good way (many of them) to travel in the Night- 
time.— I may ſay in general, that ſuch a praying Diſ- 
poſition as appears amongſt this People, both Young 
and Old, was never ſeen nor heard of before, which 
gives me Ground to expect more of divine Influences, 
to come down amongſt us, for where the Lord prepares 
the Heart, he cauſes his Ear to hear —As to the Pariſh 
of Magery, which you deſire to be inform'd about; 
{oon after the Sacrament at Fowels, a neighbouring Pa- 
ruſh, ſome few Boys met in the Fields for Prayer, and 
when obſerved, were brought to an Houſe, to whom 
many others, both Young and Old, reſorted ſince, and 
are now, according to my Information, in a very flou- 
ruſhing Condition This Pre/bytery is reſolved to divide 
themſelves into Societies for Prayer, for the Progreſs of © 
this bleſſed Work, and to have frequent Meetings for 
this End What Perth Preſtytery hath done, I have 
no certain Account; only, I heard what you ſeem to 
have been informed abourt.---I will accept of it as a great 
Favour, to be allowed a frequent Correſpondence wich 
you, that we may be mutually informed what the Lord 
is doing amongf us, and thereby be excited to more 
Diligence in Prayer and Praiſes.---I'm afraid that my 
laſt Letter to you wants that Paliteneſ and * 
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that's proper for a publict View ; but if the publiſning 
of it may contribute any Thing to the ſpreading of the 
Redeemer's Praiſes, I allow you to make it a Part of 

your Narrative, tho the doing of it may leave ſome 
Reflection upon me—I hope, tho* otherwiſe unac- 
quainted, we ſhall daily meet at the Throne of Grace 
in Prayer: That this little Cloud, that at firſt appear- 
ed but like a Man's Hand in the Veſt of Scotland, 
may . ſpread over the whole Land, and fend down a 
plentiful Rain to water the whole of the Lord's Inhe- 
ritance amongſt us That the Pleaſure of the Lord may, 
more and more proſper in your Hand, 1s the earneſt Pray-

gives me a peculiar Joy and Satisfaction, and affords 


Matter of Praiſe and Thankſgiving to his holy Name. 
That the ſo much talk'd of extraordinary Concern 
about Religion in your Pariſh, and in many other 
| O Places

Places, is neither the Effect of Mechaniſm nor Deluſion, 
but of the gracicus Operation of the Holy-Spirit of God, 
in convincing and converting Sinners to himſelf, has, 
I think, been proved. A ſufficient Evidence hereof 
has been laid before the World in your Preface and 
Narratives, the atteſted Narratives of the like gracious 
Work at Cambisſſang, and Mr. Webſter's Letter to his 
Friend on the Subject—I have ſeen alſo Mr. Haley's 
Letters, giving Account of the merciful Viſit that God 
has made to his Pariſh. | 
THar there is not only 2 great viſible outward Re- 
formation of the Manners of your People, but a real 
happy Change, on the Temper of their Hearts, and 
their whole Converſation, and that Multitudes of once 
wicked Sinners, are now minding the one Thing needful, 
and are tayght by the Grace of God, to live ſoberly, 
righteoufly, and godly in this preſent World, is manifeſt. 
AN Evidence of all this is contain'd in the above 
mentioned Papers, and the concurring Teſtimony of 
many other worthy Miniſters and Chriſtians, ſuch as 
is not to be born down by the Mockeries of the Pro- 
fane, nor the ſpightful Invectives of angry and preju- 
ard Men—To diſbelieve and ridicule ſuch an Evi- 
dence, is highly unreaſonable , nay, I think exceeding 
dangercus, as tending to weaken human Teſtimony and 
moral Evidence, if not to banith it from amongſt us. 
I do not therefore propoſe to enlarge on the Proofs 
of this extraordinary Diſpenſation' of God's Grace in 
ip many Places of this Church—That I take to be 
needleſs, eſpecially from ſo obſcure and inconſiderable 
a Hand as mine—But as many, for whom I am bound 
to have a tender Regard, have been deſirous to know 
my Apprehenfions concerning theſe ſpiritual Exerciſes in 
your Pariſh, and others around you readily embrace 
his Opportunity to declare, That upon Trial, and di- 
ligent Obſervation for ſeveral Days in Cumbernauld 
and your Pariſh, I found the good Report concerning 
theſe People to be ſtri#ly and literally true, only that 
the one Half had not been told, and that the Reality - 
exceeded all Deſcription. . 
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On! the Seriouſneſs and Reverence, the ſeeming 


Devotion, and engagedneſs in the great Work they 


meet about, that appears in every Face in your publick 
Aſſemblies for divine Worſhip-—It Ra me — 2 
Sight; it is obvious to all: It cannot miſs to be help- | 
ful and quickning to the Miniſters that are to bring the” 
Meſſage of God to them—Some few Perſons in the Au- 


dience, I obſerved crying out and fainting in the Congre- 


gation, . when they heard the Word of God, and as 
often *twas the Mercies as the Terrors of the Word, 
at which they were moved—I know a great many Ob- 
jections have been made againſt the Goodneſs of the 
Work on this Account. But beſides that there are a far 


greatty Number of ſerious Souls, againſt whom there's 


no ſuch Objection It is plain that theſe others cannot 
help it. They have ſuch awful Views of eternal 
Things, particularly of the tremendous Evil of their 
Sins, and the Danger of an unconverted State, that 
it is like to overwhelm them—Nor need this ſeem 
ſtrange to ſuch as duly conſider what is faid of a wound- 
ed Spirit, and the Caſe of thoſe Penitents, Acts ii. 37. 
who when they heard the Charge brought againſt them, 
of being the Murderers of Chriſt, were prick*d at the 
Heart, and ſaid to the Apoſtles, What ſhall we do. And 
I think to hear a whole Multitude of 3000 ſaying this 
together, would amount to a pretty loud Cry—This 1s 
generally underſtood to be an Accompliſhment of the 


Prophecy, Zech. xii. 10. That they ſhould lock on bim 


<obom they had pierced, and mourn as for a firſt born. 
And like the Mourning of Hadadrimmon in the Valley of 
Megiddon. Which was certainly accompanied with 
moſt bitter Lamentation.— And as for the other Sorrow 
to which the Gricf of theſe Penitents is compared, to 
wit, That fer a Firſt. born, all know that it is fo deep 
and ſo unfeigned, that Parents of the greateſt Courage 
and Reſolution, have been made to cry out of it moſt 
bitterly. —There is an Inſtance of ſuch Crying, for the 
Death of the Firſt-born, Exod. xi. 6. as never had a 
Parallel before, nor will the like be heard till the ſound- 
ing of the laſt Trumpet, —It bath been ſaid, That this 
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cannot but create a Diſturbance to the Worſhip of God, 
I think it produces a contrary Effect. It is a Mean of 
engaging the Attention, and Concern of their Fellow- 
Worſhippers, and alſo of exciting a Reverence, Ten- 
derneſs, and ſuch a deſirable /ivelineſs of Aﬀettions in the 
Miilters, as is rather a Help than a Hinderance to them 
in their facred Miniſtrations. So I found it to be, I 
can ſay for myſelf. But there's no End of Objections; 
the moſt * have all been anſwered by you, Mr. 
Webſter, and others, who have wrote on the Subject. 
Theſe 1700 Years there has been a cavilling Humour 
againſt every Fact and every Doctrine of Religion; 
and tho* we are far from putting theſe Appearances of 
God in this Church, on a Level with the Truth of 
Chriſtianity itſelf, yet we may learn from the Bitterneſs 
with which this good Work has been oppoſed, not to 
wonder that a catil.ing Humcur ſhould ſtill prevail. 
: Bor, Sir, you know, I had particular Acceſs to 
. converſe with Numbers of theſe Perſons, who have 
been awakened to a Senſe of Religion, and particu- 
larly, when you was privately examining, and admit- 
ting the Communicants. This gave me a ſpecial Op- 
portunity, to learn ſome uſeful Leſſons from your 
great Tenderxeſs, and Painfuineſs in that Matter. And 
allo, of receiving full Satisfaction from the * x 
themſclves, as to the Nature of that good Work, 
was carrying on in their Souls. And now, I can fay, 
That ſo far as I am capable to judge from the Word 
of God, their ſpiritual Exerciſes were agreeable to the 
Scripture Doctrine concerning the Method of a Sinner's 
(I mean an adult Perſon's) Converſion and Regeneration. 
Is general, their Convictions anſwer the Deſcriptions 
of the /ick and ſenſibie Sinners, whom Chriſt came to 
call to Repentance, The weary and heavy laden whom 
he inviles io cciue unto him ſer Reſt to their Souls. 
IxpztED we know, there are various Meaſures and 
Degrees of Conviction in the Children of God, ſome 
may have been early, and habitually holy Perſons, and 
watchful againſt Sin, and who never had, nor needed 
to have the Experience of ſuch deep Convictions, and

| others from Darkneſs to Light, and from the Power of 
Satan to God. Even in theſe too, who are thus con- 


verted in their advanced Years, there is an obſervable 
Variety in the holy Scriptures, Such I obſerved in theſe 
happy Perſons I converſed with. It is too deep for us 
to pretend to aſcertain the Proportions, or give the 
Reaſons of God's Dealings in this Manner. He giveth 
no Account of his Matters. But without pretending to 
be wiſe above what is written; from the Converſation 
I had for ſeveral Days with theſe Perſons, comparing 
their Caſes with the Word of God; I may venture to 
obſerve, That Convictions may be proportioned as to 
the Meaſure and Continuance of them, in ſome, to the 
Greatneſs of their Sins, and the Wickedneſs of their for- 
mer Lives; in others, to their Degrees of Knowledge 
about the Scheme of Salvation, and the Way of Relief 
by Faith in Chriſt Jeſus; in others, Convictions may 


be proportioned to ſome ſpecial Trials or Conflicts, or 


ſome other great Purpoſes that God deſigns them for 
in the Chriſtian-Life : As we may argue, at leaſt by 
Analogy from the Caſe of the Apoſtle Paul, concerning 
whom it has been remarked, That God laid his Foun- 
dation as low as the Gates of Hell, that he might raiſe 
a Superſtructure to the third Heavens, 

VET, without pretending further to account for this 
Variety; the Fat is certain, that theſe Convictions, 
however diverſified, have in many now happily iſſued 
in true Repentance towards God, and Faith towards our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt. And now they have many of them 
attained to Reſt and Conſolation · to their wounded and 


afflicted Souls. And the Method of attaining to this is 


every Way agreeable to the Account that 1s given here- 
of in the holy Scriptures, zo wit, By the humbled ard 
convinc*d Sinner's receiving Chriſt in all his Offices, 
and reſting on him alone for Salvation. 

And the Evidences they were able to give of this, 


are the moſt ſatisfying, to wit, an unfeigned godly 


Sorrow for their Sins, as Ingratitude and diſhonourable 


to God, piercing to the dear Son, and gneving 3 5 
Holy 
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Holy Spirit. That now they felt an ardent Love to 
Chriſt in their Souls, a Delight in him, as King, to 
ſubdue their Enmity and Corruption, and reign over 
them, as well as a Higb-Prieſt, to free them from 
Wrath and Condemnation. Now Sin was their Aver- 
ſion and Horror, and to be Holy and ſerve God, their 
Delight and Endeavour, through the Aſſiſtance of his 
Holy Spirit. Now, they had the Experience of Love 
to their N eighbours, to all Men. And many of them 
ſpoke of a Willingneſs, if Duty call'd to it, to lay 
down their Lives for Chriſt, and to promote the” Good 
of their Brethren, 

And how edifying and inſtructing at the ſame time 
was it, to obſerve the Humility and Reverence, the 
Teachableneſs and Deſire of Inſtruction, with which 
theſe People ſpoke on all Occaſions. Sometimes they 
melted in Tears when they thought on what once they 
were, and were telling what now God had done for 
their Souls. How raviſhing and delightful to hear 
ſome of theſe happy Perſons ſpeak forth the Praiſes of 
redeeming Love, and the 4iftinguiſhing Mercy of God 
to them. Their Tongues, like the Pen of a ready 
Writer, when they ſpoke concerning the King; ſpeak- 
ing in an elevated and exalted Strain, their Admira- 
tion and Gratitude, the Senſe of divine Love filling 
them with ſuch Foy unſpeakable and full of Glory, as 
we ſaw, was like to overpower and overwhelm their 
frail Natures, making them expreſs a Deſire to depart, 
if it was the Will of God, and join the Company of the 
redeemed in ſinging Salvation to God and the Lamb, 
after the manner of Heaven. 

SuRELY God was in yonder, Place, and it ſeemed. - 
to be no other than the Houſe of God, and the Gate 
of Heaven. Many I doubt not can ay ſo from their 
ſweet Experience. How greatly are you, Sir, and your 
Brethren around you, indebted to the free Grace of 
God, that has made you the happy Inſtruments of ſuch 
a bleſſed Change. Oh let us ſtill have your Prayers 
that theſe divine Influences may reach g, and all the 
Corgers 7 the Land. 1 ſhall only add, That ſurely 
VLOCKC 
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Mockers and Gainſayers of this Work are to be pitied. 
What a mournful Conſideration is it, that ſo many of 


our ſeceding Brethren (good Men it is to be hoped in 


the Main) ſhould yet be found joining the Company 
of the Profane, in reproaching theſe Goings of our 


God in his Sanctuary. May the Lord in Mercy open 


their Eyes, and ſhew them their Miſtakes z and lay a 
Reſtraint on their Tongues, which ſome of them have 


opened in fo daring a Manner, May the Lord endow 
them with his Spirit, and Wale with theſe his 
Fruits of Righteouſneſs, Humility, and Love, that ſhine 
ſo bright in the Perſons they have ſo oddly miſrepre- 
ſented. This would be a happy Mean yet, of healing 
the Breach, wide as it is, and uniting us together in 
the Spirit, in the Bond of Peace. This is eaſy for 
God. Has he not done greater Things than theſe 
even among you? Let us not give over praying for 


ſuch a deſirable Event. Eſpecially let us continue to 
pray to God, and give him no reſt till he eſtabliſnm 


and make Jeruſalem a Praiſe in the whole Earth.

CCORDING to my Promiſe at parting, this 
ſerves to acquaint you, that in the Lord's Good- 
neſs I reach*d this Place in Safety, but much ſooner 
than I expected to have done when I left it, which you 
know was owing to my Rev'd Brother Mr. Blair's In- 
diſpoſition, which made it neceſſary for him, and me 
alſo on his Account, to get Home as ſoon as poſſible. 

Nor only my own Inclination, but ſome things alſo 
in Providence in this City, and the Deſires of many 
of the Inhabitants here, obliged me to undertake a 
Journey to your Country at no very agreeable Time of 


the Year. I went that I might witneſs for myſelf, as 


the Lord ſhould give me Acceſs, and declare to others 
what he is now carrying on amongſt your People, and 
in other Congregations in your Neighbourhood. While 
T was with you, I had the Pleaſure not only of the 
moſt particular Accounts from yourſelf of this great 
Work, but ſpoke alſo with a good many of your Peo- 
ple, ſome of them, I muſt own, gave ſuch pleaſant 
Accounts both of their Diftreſſes, and Deliverance from 
them, as fully ſatisfied me, and I believe would do ſo 
to any elſe, that the Lord has done great Things for 
them, whereof they were glad, and had juſt Cauſe to 
be ſo.
